Col. George B. McClellan Is Finally 
Renominated After Several Sharp 
Tilts, Some of the Delegates De- 
manding a Declared Silver Man— 
Walsh in Eighth, Cummings in 
Tenth, and Sulzer in Eleventh— 


*t New Men in Other Districts. 


Tammany nominated its candidates in all 
of the Congressional districts that are whol- 
ly within the city last night. In the Sev- 
enth District, part of which is in Rich- 
mond County, J. H. G. Vehslage was named 
on Saturday, and in the Sixteenth, part of 
which is in Westchester, E. B. Travis was 
mamed on the same day. The following 
were nominated last night:

Fight over Col, McClellan, 

Col. George B. McClellan was renominaited 
for Congress in the Twelfth Congressional 
District by Tammany Hall, despite bitter 
opposition from John J. Scannell and his 
delegates from the Twenty-fifth Assembly 
District. Col. McClellan got 94 and ex- 
Senator Thomas J. Creamer 24 votes out of 
the 118 cast. Mr. Scannell refused to make 
the nomination unanimous. Later in the 
evening Col. McClellan was unanimously 
nominated by the National Democratic 
Party, or sound-money wing of the Democ- 
racy. 

The convention was held at 207 East 
Thirty-second Street, the headquarters of 
the Tammany Organization of the Twen- 
tieth Assembly District. There had been a 
fight in progress almost all the afternoon 
at Tammany Hall itself over the nomina- 
tion. Charles F, Murphy, the leader of 
the Eighteenth District, was making a 
stubborn resistance to Mr. Scannell’s dec- 
laration that Col. McClennan should not go 
on the ticket unless he pledged himself to 
silver. That Col. McClellan declined €o0 do. 
Pinally, at 5:30, John C. Sheehan, James 
P. Keating, and Mr. Murphy decided that 
Col. McClellan should be nominated, and 
this determination was carried out. 

Mr. Keating called the corfvention to or- 
der, and on his motion William P. Meehan 
Was made temporary Chairman and Charles 
Rice, Frank P. Young, James Mulhearn, 
B. A. Jackson, and Owen E. Reilly were 
made temporary Secretaries. After the pre- 
liminary routine Chairman Meehan de- 
clared that the nomination of candidates 
for Congress was in order. John J. Scannell 
immediately got the floor. 

“Mr. Chairman,” he said, 
proceed any further, I Gesire 
resolution.”’ 

Mr. Murphy was on his feet in an instant

and said: * A resolution is out of order at 
this time.’’ 

“It is not out of order,’’ retorted Mr. 
Scannell. ‘‘No man can stop me from 


reading this resolution now.” 

There were a few more interruptions, and 
then Mr. Scannell read the following: 

*“ Resolved, That the Democrats of the 
Twelfth Congressional District heartily in- 
dorse the platforms of the Chicago and 
Buffalo Conventions, and it is their desire 
that their candidate stand squarely on said 
platforms.”’ 
Says Mr. Croker Would Not Approve. 

* Now,’’ said Mr. Scannell, ‘“‘ Mr. Keating 
and Mr. Murphy have been my lifelong 
friends, and they are friends of one who is 
absent. [Mr. Croker.] He would not sanc- 
tion what you propose to do here to-night. 
When a man flies from the wigwam he 
could not permit him to get a nomination. 
He would close the doors on him. He would 
lay his hand upon him and place him 
where he belongs. I have no personal op- 
position to Col. McClellan, but I want him 
to come out and stand on the platforms of 
Chicago and Buffalo.” 


“That’s right, that’s right!” yelled 
Theodore Hamilton. 
Assistant District Attorney Stephen J. 


O’Hare moved that the resolution be laid 
over until after the nominations were 
made. He asked Mr. Scannell to withdraw. 
Mr. Scannell at first agreed, but Mr. Ham- 
flton yelled: ‘‘ Don’t you do it, don’t you 
do it! Vote it down! I’ll bet $500 that As- 
Bsistant District Attorney never knew a 
convention where they brought in the reso- 
lutions after the candidate had been nomi- 
mated! ”’ 

Everybody tried to talk at once. 

“Bring your man before the convention,” 


shouted Mr. Scannell. “‘ Bring him in. Let 
ws see what he’s got to say.” 

“ Hi—Hi—tiji! That’s right, John, have 
him brought in.” 

“I say bring him in,” continued Mr. 


Seannell. ‘‘Here is a man running for 
President on a silver platform. Don’t stab 
him in the back. Why shouldn’t your man 
come before the convention. The Vice 
President of the United States was not 
ashamed to do it. Bring him in. Tammany 
has heaped honors cn him. He wants to 
put the Jaboring man in the ditch.” 

After much more talk, Mr. O’Hare moved 
that the resolution of Mr. Scannell be re- 
ferred to a committee made up of the 
Chairman of each Assembly district dele- 


gation. Mr. Scannell had declared that he 
would not withdraw his resolution even 
temporarily. Mr. O’Hare’s motion was car- 


ried despite the shouts of the opposition. 
The Chairman named the committee and 
then the fight was on the question whether 
the committee should report the resolution 
before or after the nomination was made. 


Wanted a Platform Man. 


Mr. Scannell rnade another speech against 
Col. McClellan. 

“He cannot win,” he declared. ‘If he 
fs a Democrat, let him say so. If he is a 
renegade, nut him where he belongs. If 
he was my brother.I would not support 
him. Give us any man who will stand on 
the platform, and I wii! give $2,500 to his 
campaign fund. I was asked to take the 
nomination, but I refuse to accept, because 
I believe that with my record i would be 
defeated. I am not sure that at any 
time I would be an available candidate. I 
@m not good enough to be the candidate 
o@ this district.” 

Michael F. Blake rnoved that the nomina- 
tion be proceeded with. George Gordon 
| Battle made the point of order that the 





nomination could not be made until the 
resolutions were presented. The Chairman 
ruled this out *of order. Mr. Battle took 
an appeal from the Chair, but the Chair paid 
no attention to that. John F. O’Brien, of 
the Eighteenth District, was recognized to 
place Col. McClellan in nomination. He 
said that his candidate would support the 
“National, State, and local ticket from top 
to bottom.” 

Mr. O’Hare seconded Col. McClellan’s 
nomination for the Twentieth District in a 


| long speech. He talked from the standpoint 


of the districts and showed that the Eight- 
eenth, in which Col. McClellan lives, had 
been compelled in recent years to surrender 
everything but the Congressmen. He re- 
ferred to the lack of Democratic votes in 
the Twenty-fifth District. Mr. Hamilton 
jumped up and shouted: 

“You get all your money from the Twen- 
ty-fifth, and you have for the last twenty 
years.” 

“Has the Twenty-fifth District a candi- 
date?’’ demanded Mr. O’Hare of Mr. Scan- 
nell. 

“No,” said Mr. Scannell, ‘if you have 
a silver man. Yes, if you have a gold man. 
We'll nominate Thomas J. Creamer, He is 
here to speak for himself.” 

Mr. O’Hare said that Charles F. Murphy’s 
assurance that Col. McClellan would sup- 
port the whole Tammany ticket was enough 
for him. The Twenty-second and Twenty- 
seventh Assembly Districts, which have 
some election districts in the Congressional 
district, seconded McClellan’s nomination. 
When the Twenty-fifth District was called, 
Mr. Scannell said: 

‘“‘I won’t be sure about Mr. Murphy, but 
Mr. Keating agreed with the leader of Tam- 
many Hall and myself this afternoon that 
McClellan was not the man to nominate. 
They asked me to take it. Mr. Murphy 
said I could have his delegates, but I would 
not be a candidate.” 


The Lie Is Passed, 


Mr. Murphy got up and said: “If Mr. 
Seannell says that I didn’t support McClel- 
lan, he says what is not so.” 

“Didn’t you tell me that you would give 
me your delegates?"’ said Mr. Scannell, 
running up the aisle to Mr. Murphy and 
almost shaking his fist in his face. 

“Not to-day. I said I would do that if 
Col. McClellan was not all right.’ 

Meanwhile Mr. Scannell had returned to 
his seat, and then hurried back again to 
Mr. Murphy. 

““Oh, keep your seat and be quiet,” said 
Mr. Murphy. 

Mr. Scannell went back to his seat, and 
then said: ‘‘Do you say, Mr. Murphy, that 
you didn’t offer me your delegates?” 

“No,” replied Mr. Murphy. 

“You're a liar,’’ said Mr. Scannell. 


**Oh, don’t, don’t,” said many voices in 


a chorus, and Mr. Murphy quietly sat 
down. 

“TI beg the gentleman’s pardon for using 
that term,’”’ said Mr. Scannell. 


Mr. Keating said that he had not offered 
Mr. Scannell his delegation. 

“No; but you agreed With me that Mc- 
Clellan should not be nominated. Mr. Shee- 
han said that he would not do,” said Mr. 
Scannell. 

Augustus T. Docharty put ex-Senator 
Thomas J. Creamer in nomination. He said 
that Bryan would be elected, and that a 
silver man should be nominated for Con- 
gress from the district. Tammany Hall, 
he said, should send no man to Congress 
who was notin full accord with Mr. Bry- 
an’s views. 

The vote was called for. Mr. Murphy 
cast the 37 vetes of the Eighteenth District 
for McClellan. Mr. Keating followed suit 
with 39 votes from the Twentieth, the 
Twenty-second gave its 12 votes, and the 
Twenty-seventh its 6 votes to McClellan, 
Mr. Scannell delivered his 24 votes to Mr. 
Creamer. 

“Mr. McClellan has received 94 and Mr. 
Creamer 24 votes, and Mr. McClellan is duly 
declared the nominee of this convention,” 
said the Chairman. 

‘**T hope Mr. Scannell 
mous and make it unanimous,” said 
O’ Hare.

Mr. Scannell was later named to serve on 
the committee to notify the nominee.

The Other Conventions, 


The convention in the Eighth District was 
held at 4 West Thirteenth Street. James J. 
Walsh, who was unseated last year in 
favor of J. Murray Mitchell, was nominated. 
Mr. Walsh is a lawyer, and lives at 24 City 
Hall Place. P 

The urganization in the Ninth District 
met at 209 East Broadway, and nominated 
ex-Deputy Assistant District Attorney 
Thomas J. Bradley as its Congressional 
candidate. J. A. Hanephy, on behalf of the 
Fourth Assembly District, first nominated 
Alderman Andrew A. Noonan. Mr. Noonan 
withdrew his name. He said the conven- 
tion should be harmonious and unanimous 
for one candidate in order to insure the de- 
feat of Timothy J. Campbell, to whom he 
referred as a traitor, and one who would 
sell his soul for office. Ex-Judge Joseph 
Koch, on behalf of the Eighth District, 
named Thomas J. Bradley. The nomina- 
tion was seconded by Judge Goldfogle. Mr. 
Bradley was nominated by acclamation. He 
was called in and made a speech. He had 
something to say about Mr. Campbell, and 
then he launched into a silver speech, and 
pronounced Bryan as one of the grandest 
men “in American history.”” Thomas J. 
Bradley was born in the old Thirteenth 
Ward, and is not yet twenty-six years old. 
He was educated in the district schools and 
at the College of the City of New-York. He 
is a graduate of the Columbia Law School. 

Thomas W. Smith was nominated in the 
Thirteenth District. The convention was 
held at 203 East Fifty-sixth Street, Victor 
J. Dowling being Chairman. John Quinn 
was put in nomination, but he withdrew, 
and Smith’s nomination was then made by 
acclamation. He is a paving contractor, 
and has never before run for office. 

William Sulzer was unanimously _re- 
nominated from the Eleventh District. The 
convention met at 90 Avenue C. William 
P. Mitchell was Chairman. The following 
committee was appointed to select a suc- 
cessor to the nominee in the event of his 
death or inability to run: Dr. M. B. 
Feeney, Sixth Assembly District; William 
Stegewall, Eighth District; William Soh- 
mer, Tenth District; John T. Oakley, Four- 
teenth District, and Patrick Keenan, Six- 
teenth District. 

The Fourteenth District Convention was 
held at 307 West Fifty-fourth Street, and 
John Quincy ‘Adams was nominated unani- 
mously. Mr. Adams is an adjuster of es- 
tates, at 100 Proadway, and lives at 100 
Wes Eighty-ninth District. He is related 
to the well-known Massachusetts family of 
that name,

HALF THE TICKET RESIGNS. 





JUSTICES BROWN AND CLEMENT 
WILL NOT RUN. 





They Will Not Support Mr. Bryan and 
Cannot, They Say, Stay on the 
Democratic Ballot—Justice Brown 
in His Declination Says that He 
Intends to Vote the Republican 
Ticket—Mr. Moore Will Retire if 
His Opinions Are Questioned. 


Justice Charles F. Brown of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court of the Sec- 
ond Judicial Department, whose term is 
almost expired, and who was nominated to 


succeed himSelf by the Judicial conventions 
of both the regular and reform Democrats 
in Brooklyn, was in Burope when the 
nominations .were made, and his wishes 
were not consulted. 

Justice Brown sent this letter yesterday 
to Arthur C. Salmon, Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic Judiciary Commijtee: 


Impossible to Accept. 


Supreme Court, Appellate Division, 
Second Judicial Department, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., Oct. 5, 1896. 

My Dear Sir: Upon my arrival from Eu- 
rope on Saturday I learned that the Demo- 
cratic Judicial Convention for the Second 
Judicial District had unanimously nomi- 
nated me for the office of Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, which will become vacant 
eepon the expiration of my own term of of- 
fic. * 

I am deeply sensible of the great honor 
which the convention has conferred upon me 
in nominating me to be my own successor, 
but after very careful reflection I find it im- 
possible to accept the nomination. 

At the approaching election I shall cast 
my vote for the candidates of the Repub- 
lican Party, as I cannot support the candi- 
dates nominated at the Chicago Convention, 
nor give my adherence to the political prin- 
ciples set forth in the platform adopted by 
that body. 

While it is with great regret that I am 
constrained to sever my former political as- 
sociations, I think you will agree with me 
that, under the circumstances, it would be 
manifestly improper that I should be a can- 
didate for office on the Democratic ticket, 
and that it is best that I should withdraw. 

I shall, therefore, decline the nomination 
made at the Judicial Convention. With 
great respect, I am very truly yours, 

CHARLES F. BROWN. 

A reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMES 
asked Justice Brown his reasons for leav- 
ing the party with which he had been so 
long identified, and he replied that he 
thought his letter was explicit enough. 


Would Vote Against Himself. 


“But you have so many friends of both 
parties that everybody expected to see you 
win,” said the reporter. 

“IT could not have won,” said the Justice. 
“JT did not have a ghost -f a show. I should 
have had to vote against myself.”’ 

“Will you accépt the nomination made 
by the sound-money party?” 

*“No. I shall write no more letters, but 
to-morrow I shall formally file my declina- 
tion of the nomination with the Secretary 
of State.” 

Justice Nathaniel H. Clement announced 
his intention last night to follow Justice 
Brown’s example and decline to run. 

**I was only waiting,’ he said, “to allow 
Justice Brown of the Appellate Division, 
who was nominated with me, to take the 
initiative. Now that he has done so, I wish 
to make my opinion so clear that no one 
can misunderstand it. I shall decline the 
nomination made by the Democratic Con- 
vention and also the nomination made by 
the National Democracy. My letters will 
be steady to-morrow. 

“IT accepted the nomination believing that 
the National issues were not involved in it. 
As the candidate of both the gold and silver 
factions of the Democracy, I believed my 
nomination a non-partisan one, a judicial 
one. The issue has now been forced upon 
me by the ultra-Bryanites. I cannot ac- 
cept Mr. Bryan and the Chicago platform.” 

The other. nominees on the judicial ticket 
are Stephen D. Stephens of Richmond and 
Thomas 8S. Moore of Kings. 

Mr. Moore Ready to Quit, 


Mr. Moore gave out this statement of his 
position in the matter. 

‘“‘I was nominated for Justice of the Su- 
preme Court by both conventions of the 
Democratic Party in this district. The honor 
came to me unsolicited, and I was con- 
strained to entertain it as an obligation of 
duty to my party and my profession under 
the circumstances. 

“In the convention of Sept. 29 the con- 
sideration of the question of any candidate’s 
viéws on the division of the party on the 
President was conclusively voted down. In 
the convention of Oct. 2 that question was 
never raised. The candidates, including 
myself, were regarded as Democrats and 
lawyers who would properly fill the offices 
for which they were named. 

‘As the division of the party on the 
President was excluded from consideration 
in both conventions, I understand that my 
course on that subject was left to my own 
judgment. That judgment is entirely clear, 
but I deem it unbecoming in me, as the 
candidate of both conventions, which 
waived the subject, to enter into any pub- 
lic discussion of the matter. If, however, 
my views of the feelings and intentions of 
either convention upon this point should 
prove to be erroneous, and any authorized 
request be made of me for a declaration of 
my judgment, I shall have no hesitation in 
saying what my judgment is, and I shall 
retire from the ticket of that branch of the 
party to which that view may be objection- 
able. Further than that I have nothing to 
say.”’ 

At the Democratic Judiciary Convention 
the Chairman, Arthur C. Salmon, was in- 
structed to appoint a committee of five to 
notify the candidates and to fill all vacan- 
cies, Mr. Salmon appointed Thomas J. Ken- 
na, Richard J. Meehan, Thomas F. Busns, 
Michael J. Gummings, and Thomas W. Fitz- 
gerald. No action was taken last night on 
the resignations. The committee will get 
together to-day and decide what course to 
pursue.

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IS TAMMANY TRUE TO BRYAN? 





Leaders Said to be for McKinley— 
John C. Sheehan’s Denial. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Oct. 5.—The predilec- 
tions of a Columbus Democrat led him to 
discredit the statements contained in an in- 
terview with Michael O'Neill, a local attor- 
ney, to the effect that he had met, while on 
a return trip from New-York, a crowd of 
Tammany’s braves en route to Buffalo to 
attend the State Convention, and that 
many of them had not only toasted Major 
McKinley and declared their intention of 
voting for him, but had offered to wager 
that he will have 160,000 plurality in New- 
York, ; 

This Democrat has received the following 
letter: 

“Dear Sir: Yours of Sept, 22 received. In 
reply, I would state that the clipping in- 
closed is but a sample of the misrepresenta- 
tions that the enemies of our party are mak- 
ing in order to mislead the people and dis- 
credit our organization. Mr. Michael 
O’Neill, who is quoted in the article, must 
have been particularly fortunate to have 
‘ fallen in with a crowd of Tammany braves 
en route to the Buffalo Convention.’ Tam- 
many sent five special trains to Buffalo, 
and no one but members of the Tammany 
delegation was allowed on any of them. 
How did he become a passenger? Mr. 
O’Neill probably ‘fell in’ with a crowd of 
men calling themselyes Democrats, and who 
are using the name to defeat our candi- 
dates. 

“Tammany has repudiated these men, and 
will have none but loyal Democrats on 
guard. The following is an extract from an 
interview I had with a representative of a 
New-York paper:, 

“*T would like to have you say this: that 
any man who claims allegiance to Tam- 
many Hall, and does not do his best to elect 
Bryan and Sewall, will have no standing in 
the organization. Every leader of every 
district will mark the traitors. Never, 
now or hereafter, will any traitor be rec- 
ognized in Tammany Hall. This is our 
fight—a fight for our name. Tammany will 
not be an organization of Democracy un- 
less it gives its vote to Bryan and Sewall.’ 

“This defirfes the position of myself and 
every leader in Tammany Hall, and I will 
add that never in the history of the organi- 
zation has such enthusiasm been shown for 
a candidate as for William J. Bryan. We 
held the first meeting since the Chicago 
Convention of our General Committee last 
evening. Inclosed you will find the plat- 
form there adopted. It explains Tammany’s 
position, and explains it truly. Any re- 
ports of lukewarmness or defettion are mis- 
Statements made, as I said in the begin- 
ning, to deceive the people. You are at 
liberty to do with this letter as you please.

Mr. O’Neill, when seen by a NEw-YorK 
TIMES corespondent to-night, reiterated the 
declarations previously made, and added 
that he could give names, if his veracity 
was further doubted, 

He credited the declarations to Dr. Jenk- 
ins, a brother-in-law of Richard Croker, 
and Eugene Travis, among others, and said 
that these gentlemen not only said that 
Tammany was going to Buffalo for the sake 
of regularity and to preserve the Tammany 
organization, while they were at heart gold 
men, and. would‘wote for McKinley. 

_One of them gave hima Tammany badge, 
with the request.that he present it to Ma- 
jor McKinley with Tammany’s compliments.

THE CHICAGO WHEAT MARKET. 


A Lively Day in the Pit of the Board 
of Trade. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—The scalpers were not 
the only ones to get whipsawed by the ac- 
tion in wheat this morning. If the judgment 
of the trade in the pit is worth anything, 
John Cudahy, a recognized bull leader, sold 
a big line of wheat the first hour. Of course 
he had it to sell. Counselman brokers sold 
wheat. Selling by Bennett was put down 
to some of the big people. Following this 
selling by leaders, there was a lot of selling 
by smaller professionals. 

The December price was forced down to 
66% cents at once. When good support held 
the market a little later around 67 cents, 
the selling continued, but the buying proved 
most important. Local houses had foreign 
buying orders directly from both English 
and Continental centres. Once the market 
turned, there was pyramiding by local bull 
scalpers. Bull leaders who had not weak- 
ened added to their lines. The market 
gathered strength as it advanced. From 
around 67 cents the climb to 68% at 11 
o’clock was very sudden. There was a 
reaction to 674% cents and a second rally to 
68 cents before midday. 

The big thing on the buying side of the 
market was the San Francisco, St. Louis, 
New-York, and foreign buying. During the 
last hour December wheat was off again to 
6714 cents, up again to 68% cents, and closed 
at 67% cents, about a half cent up from 
Saturday. May closed 71% to 71% cents. 
Some late private cables from Liverpool 
read: ‘‘ Wheat active, strong, and higher.” 





BRECKINRIDGE IS UNOPPOSED. 





Judge Denny Vut of the Congression- 
al Race—The Effect on Kentucky. 


*LEXINGTON, Ky., Oct. 5.—Judge George 
Denny published a card this afternoon ad- 
dressed to the Republicans of the Seventh 
Congressional District, in which he with- 
drew from the race for Congress, thus 
leaving the fiéld clear to Col, W. C. P. 
Breckinridge, who will be the nominee of 
the. sound-money Democrats. 

Judge Denny’s card is an arraignment 
of the district committee for adopting a res- 
olution last week say!ng that it was inex- 
pedient to run a Republican candidate for 
Congress in the Seventh district at this 
time. The Judge declares that the failure 
to run a candidate w:ll cost McKinley 1,000 
yotes in the district. 

Leading Republicans think differently, and 
say that by not putting out opposition to 
Breckinridge, McKinley will gain 3,000 in 
this district, and 10,000 in the State, which 
will insure McKinley carrying Kentucky 
by a big majority.

BRYAN WANTS CONGRESS 





PLEADS FOR A SILVER HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 





Says that He Would Retire to In- 
sure the Election of a Free-Coin- 
age President—Declares that All 
Democrats Who Oppose His One 
Idea Should Now Be Treated as 
Enemies—Talks to Thousands of 
Admirers at Memphis. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 5.—Mr, Bryan, in 
his speech here to-day, seemed to indicate 
that he really expects to be elected and 
that he hopes to be able to carry out his 
free-coinage theories. He made an urgent 
plea for the election of a silver House of 
Representatives. 

Mr. Bryan arrived from St. Louis at 7:10 
o’clock this morning. All through the night 
crowds of people had gathered about the 


train at the stopping places and cheered 
for tae eindidate. At Cairo, Ill., where the 
train arrived at 1:30 o’clock this morning, 
there was quite a large gathering. Mr. 
Bryan retired early and did not arise to 
greet any of the enthusiasts. Representa- 
tive Allen of Mississippi appeared in his 
place and explainéd that the nominee was 
tired out. Several hundred people cheered 
Mr. Bryan at the Poplar Street station 
here this morning. and he was also greeted 
with enthusiasm along the streets on his 
way to the Peabody Hotel, where he had 
breakfast, 


A Town Holiday, 

The visit of Mr. Bryan was made the oc- 
easion for a general holiday. Business 
houses closed their doors, and even the 
banks suspended for the day. Mr. Bryan 
spoke to 15,000 enthusiastic admirers in 
Overton Tract, an open field. 

The most interesting part of Mr. Bry- 
an’s address was his comment upon the 
Congressional fight in the Memphis district. 
He urged voters to cast their ballots for 
E. W. Carmack, silver Democratic nomi- 
nee for Congress from this district, who is 
opposed by Josiah Patterson, the present 
representative. Col. Patterson is a gold 
man, but is supporting the Chicago ticket. 
Mr. Bryan gaid: 

‘“*I say to you here, my friends, that my 
interest in the cause of bimetallism is so 
deep that I would, without hesitation, re- 
sign my nomination in favor of any per- 
son in this country who can better carry 
this cause to victory. 

Wants a Silver Congress. 


“JT want to impress upon your minds an- 
other thing; it is not only necessary that 
we shall elect a President and Vice Presi- 
dent in favor of free coinage, but it is neces- 
sary that there shall be a Congress in favor 
of free coinage. The President can sign no 
bill until that bill reaches the White House, 
and before any bill reaches the White House 
it must have received the indorsement of 
a majority of the members of the House‘ of 
Representatives and a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Senate. If there is one majority 
in either house ‘against free coinage the 
President is powerless to restore bimetal- 
lism to the people of this country. If you 
are in earnest in your desire for bimetal- 
lism you must show that earnestness by do- 
ing’ anything necessary to be done to elect 
Congress, Senate, and President. 

Old Democrats Must Go, 


‘IT want you to remember that you can- 
not help our cause by helping those who 
are fighting us. 

“If we are right in the position we have 
taken, if the Democratic Party is right in 
its platform, then the man who does not 
stand upon that platform, no matter how 
good a Democrat he may have been before, 
is no Democrat now; and no man can claim 
to be a friend of mine who says that he 
wants to elect me because I am a regular 
nominee and then go down there to Wash- 
ington and tie my hands and make me 
powerless. 

I could not feel the interest that I do in 
this campaign if all I had to commend me 
was party regularity. I appeal to you on 
higher ground than that. I have a stronger 
claim upon your support than can be given 
by regularity of a convention. I stand by 
the right of the American people to have a 
financial system of their own. 

On the conclusion of his speech Mr. Bry- 
an, at 12:10 P. M., left for Nashville. 





BIG CROWDS AT NASHVILLE, 


Mr. Bryan Warmly Greeted—The Trip 
from Memphis, 


NASHVILLE, Oct. 5.—Candidate Bryan 
arrived here to-night at 8:30 o’clock. Many 
stops were made along the route. At Hum- 
boldt the pathway from the train to the 
speaking stand was between rows of young 
girls wearing a Bryan and Sewall uniform 
of cap, blue blouse, and white skirt. Large 
crowds were gathered at the station. Mr. 
Bryan made a number of one-minute 
speeches from the car platform. 

Mr. Bryan spoke here at 9 o’clock to a 
huge crowd, which cheered him freely. 





Resigned Because his Flock Danced. 


CAMDEN, N. J., Oct. 5.—When the Rev. 
J. M. Ashton, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of Stockton, finished his sermon last 
evening, he surprised his congregation by 
announcing his resignation of the pastorate.

It is said that the pastor learned 
that a petition was to be circulated asking 
him to resign, and he decided to offer his 
resignation because he did not want to see 
any trouble in the congregation.

DRUNKENNESS IN THE NAVY. 





The Sentence of Lieut. Mahoney Ap- 


proved by the Department. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The Navy De- 
partment has approved the sentence of the 
loss of one-half pay for one year, (amount- 
ing to $1,050,) :o lose two numbers of his 
grade, and to be publicly reprimanded, 
which was imposed upon First Lieut. James 
E. Mahoney, United States Marine Corps, 
on duty at the New-York Navy Yard, by 
the court-martial which found him guilty 
of scandalous conduct and drunkenness. ° 

The charge of being absent from duty 
without leave, to which Lieut. Mahoney 
pleaded guilty, ‘‘ without intent,’’ was not 
pressed against the accused, and the Court 
recommended him to clemency. In regard 
to this recommendation, the department, 
in approving the sentence, expressed the 
opinion that the punishment was inade- 
quate, and was approved only to save an- 
other reference of the charges to the court. 

In the case of Chief Engineer Julien Og- 
den of the United States cruiser Montgom- 
ery, sentenced for drunkenness to three 
months’ suspension and the loss of three 
numbers in his grade, the Navy Depart- 
ment has remitted the suspension part of 
the sentence and ordered the officer back 
to duty, on the ground that a “ vacation” 
of that sort granted under such circum- 
stances was not a punishment, and that 
his services were needed in the navy if he 
was to be retained in the service. 





CONNECTICUT IS REPUBLICAN. 





Heavy Losses for the Democrats in 
the Town Elections, 


HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 5.—Town elec- 
tions were held to-day in all the 168 towns 
in the State, with the exceptions of Hart- 
ford, New-Haven, Bridgeport, Ansonia, 
Derby, and Naugatuck. 

The returns show that the Republicans 
have made large gains over a year ago, 
when it was supposed high-water mark 
had been reached, the Republicans having 
nearly doubled their number of towns from 
1893. 

In Hartford County returns to-night show 
that the Republicans have gained three 
towns and the Democrats have lost one, 
five being divided. The license vote does 
not vary perceptibly. There is one notable 
change, however, Manchester turning from 
license to no license. 

Middlesex County, complete, shows twelve 
Republican towns against eight last year. 
In nearly all cases the Republican vote has 
been very largely increased, while the Dem- 
ocratic vote has fallen off. In two towns 
‘* National Democratic ’”’ tickets were voted 
for. 

All the towns heard from in Windham 
County have gone Republican. It is prob- 
able that the complete returns will show 
that the Republicans have gained at least 
fifteen towns. 





BESSEMER ORE DISCOVERED. 


A New Body, Carrying Much Iron, 


Found in Michigan, 
IRON MOUNTAIN, Mich., Oct. 5.—Water 
has been turned into the new channel 


dredged for the Michigamme River, for the 
purpose of reclaiming the Mansfield. Mine, 


which was flooded several years ago, 
drowning twenty-seven men. The enter- 
prise has proved even a greater success 


than the projectors anticipated, for a large 
body of Bessemer ore has been discovered 
in the old channel. 

Six inches below the sand covering on the 
river, bed was a bed of ore. A system of 
trenching was instituted, and the pSay was 
traced nearly 300 feet. A sample of the 
ore has been analyzed for iron. It is very 
rich. While the chemiést’s figures are not 
available, it is stated that no other mine 
in this district produces ore that approaches 


it in the volume of iron carried. It is 
3Zessemer ore of the finest quality. The 
depth of the depesit has not yet been 
tested. 





FIGHT AT A PRIMARY. 


New-Brunswick Democrats Set Fire 
to a Building. 


NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., Oct. 5.—There 
was a fight in the Sixth Ward Democratic 
primary to-night between the free-silver 
Democrats and those who opposed the Chi- 
cago platform. The fight started over the 
election of the Chairman. P. F. Daly, As- 
sistant Surrogate of Middlesex County, had 
his clothes almost torn off in the mélée. 

During the fight a lamp was overturned 
and the building set on fire. The flames 
were extinguished and the primary went on. 

The free silver-forces triumphed in the 
balloting, their candidates being elected. 
The vote stood 403 for the silver candidates 
and 88 for the anti-silver men. 





Mrs. Bernard-Beere Ill. 
LONDON, Oct. 5.—Mrs. Bernard-Beere,

‘THE WEATHER. 








The indications for to-day are for 
generally fair and slightly warmer 
weather, with northerly winds. 


The barometer had fallen slowly last night in 
the Northern States east of the upper lake re- 
gion and Ohio Valley, and had risen rapidly in 
the Northwest and slowly in the Southwest. 

The disturbance continued central off the South- 
east New-England coast, attended by. rain and 
high northeasterly winds along the coast north 
of New-York. 

It was slightly warmer south of the lake re- 
gion, and cooler in the Northwest and South- 
west. 

There were light local showers during the day 
in the upper_lake region and Missouri Valley, 
but the weather was generally fair last night, 
except in New-England, where rain continued.

THE CZAR AT CHERBOURG 











WELCOMED TO FRANCE BY PRESI- 
DENT FAURE AND HIS SUITE.

A Stormy Passage Across the Channel 
for the Imperial Yacht—Cherbourg 
Crowded with Thousands of Vis- 
itors Bent on Honoring the Im- 
perial Couple—A Grand Banquet 
for the Ruler of Russia, 
Cheers Without Number.

CHERBOURG, Oct. 5.—The Czar and 
Czarina arrived here from Portsmouth, 
England, at 2 o’clock this afternoon,’ and 
received an ovation from the immense 
crowds that had assembled near the Bas- 
sin du Commerce, the Avant Port, and the 
quays in that vicinity. 

The weather was stormy throughout the 
night, and early this morning the rain was 
falling heavily. This had a bad effect on 
the many beautiful decorations, but did not 
dampen the enthusiasm of the multitude, 
which, armed with umbrellas, early sought 
points of vantage from which they could 
not be driven by stress of weather. 

Along the route from the Quai de l’An- 


cien Arsenal, which fronts the eastern side 
of the Avant Port, to the railway station 
were numberless Venetian masts, which 
presented a handsome sight last night, but 
which this morning looked somewhat be- 
draggled after having been exposed to the 
storm. Many of them were blown down by 
a heavy squall which struck here during 
the night, and a large force of workmen 
was put at work early this morning to re- 
place them as far as possible. 


Waiting for the Czar. 


All night long thousands of persons of all 
ages and conditions flocked into the town 
from all parts of the interior, and the trains 
arriving this morning brought thousands 
more. The streets were literally packed, 
but the crowds were very orderly and ex- 
tremely good-natured. Every one appeared 
to be anxious to show friendship for the 
great ally of France, and as the hour ap# 
proached that had been fixed for the Czar’s 
arrival feverish expectancy could be seen 
written on the faces of the thousands that 
were close to the water front. The eastern 
and western jetties and the glacis at the 
entrance to the avant port were black with 
humanity. None but favored individuals, 
however, were allowed on these places, for 
from them the first and best views of the 
approaching naval procession could be seen, 
and the yacht Polar Star, bearing the Czar 
and Czarina and their suites, passed up to 
the Quai de l’Ancien Arsenal through the 
two jetties. Large numbers of gendarmes 
were everywhere present, but they had no 
difficulty in keeping order, as the crowds 
were perfectly tractable. 

A stiff gale was blowing outside the har- 
bor all the morning, and a very high sea 
wa running, which made the crossing of 
the Channel a most unpleasant experience 
for those not used to sea voyages. It was 
recalled that the Czar was a very good 
sailor, he having made a voyage almost 
around the world while he was Czaro- 
witch, but much sympathy was expressed 
for the Czarina, who, in addition to being 
in delicate health, is unused to sea voyages. 
A storm signal. was flying on the break- 
water, and altogether the weather con- 
ditions were most inauspicious. 

At 8 o’clock the French northern squad- 
ron Jeft the roadstead and headed across 
the Channel for the purpose of meeting 
the Russian yachts and the British warships 
accompanying them. The squadron was re- 
inforced by warships sent from Rochefort 
and Brest. They all proceeded to about 
the middle of the Channel, where they 
drew up in line and awaited the coming 
of the Czar, 

The Polar Star Sighted, 

At about noon signals on the breakwater 
announced that the Polar Star had been 
sighted, and the pent-up enthusiasm of the 
crowd broke ferth in a mighty cheer. Prior 
to this, however; the crowd knew the yacht 
was approaching, for there had been faintly 
heard the deep booming of the guns from 
the French and British warships as they 
met off shore. 

As the vessels approached the break- 
water the Polar Star was seen to bea mak- 
ing heavy weather of it, sometimes pitch- 
ing almost bows under. Despite this, as 
the yacht passed into the harbor; past the 


breakwater, the Czar was seen standing 
on the bridge, wrapped in a storm-proof 
cloak. 


As the Polar Star passed in, the forts on 
the breakwater thundered forth an imperial 
salute, and the crowds ashore broke forth 
in wild cheering. The warships passed 
ahead of the yacht in the harbor and ranged 
themselves in two lines, through whiéh the 
Polar Star steamed slowly to the Quai de 
l’Ancien Arsenal, followed by the Standart. 
As the Polar Star passed, the bands on the 
French warships played the Russian Na- 
tional Anthem. The Russian standard was 
flying at the heads of their foremasts, and 
as it was broken out an imperial salute was 
fired. 

Received by President Faune, 


On the quay awaiting the coming of their 
Majesties was President Faure, aitired in 
evening dress, with the ribbon of the Legion 
of Honor. There were also present M. 
Challemel-Lacour, President of the Senate; 
M. Brisson, President of the Chamber of 
Deputies; M. Méline, President of the Coun- 
cil of Ministers and Minister of Agriculture; 
M. Hanotaux, Minister of Foreige Affairs, 
and a large number of high naval and mili- 
tary officers. M. Méline wore the green 
decoration of the Mérite Agricole. M. Hano- 
taux was attired in diplomatic uniform, 
with the red decoration of the Russian 
Order of St. Andrew. ' 

Baron de Mohrenheim, Russian Ambas- 
sador to France, and Count Lannes de Men- 
tebello, French Ambassador to Russia: Ad- 
miral Besnard,.Minister of Marine, with his 
newly obtained star of the Legion of Honor, 
and the staff appointed to attend the Czar 
and Czarina while they are in France, were 
also present. 

Owing to the high wind and rough water 
considerable difficulty was experienced in 
getting the Polar Star alongside the quay. 
During the manoeuvring to get her in po- 
sition for the landing of her august pas- 
sengers the vast multitude in the vicinity 
were perfectly quiet, but when the gang- 
way was finally in position and the Czarina 
stepped on to the quay, followed almost im- 
mediately after by the Czar, shouts of 
“Long live the Czar,” ‘‘ Long live Russia,” 
rent. the air, and were repeated again and 
again. Hats, handkerchiefs, and umbrellas 





were waved in the air, and the crowd shout 
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welcome to the great frie? of France. 


The rooms in the arsenal, adjoining the 


landing place, that had been prepared for 
the reception of their Majesties, were most 
handsomely decorated. The first salon was 
furnished in erimson--satin and decorated 
with naval trophies. The second, or diplo- 
matic salon, was furnished in yellow satin, 
with flowers and magnificent mirrors, lead- 
ing into two spacious cabinets de toilette. 
The dining room was furnished in pale 
green satin, with tapestry door ‘hangings, 
artillery trophies, and models of torpedoes 
and naval machinery. In this room there 
was a table of honor in the Louis XIV. 
style, to seat only fifteen, together with two 
other tables, seating sixty more. 

As the Czarina stepped ashore President 
Faure presented her with a beautiful floral 
offering, and uttered a few cordial words of 
welcome, after bowing low and kissing the 
hand of her Majesty. 

The Czar as a Naval Officer. 


The Czar was attired in the uniform of a 
naval officer, and wore on his breast the 
Grand Cross of the Legion of Honor. As he 
landed on the quay, President Faure 
stepped forward and greeted him. The 
Czar extended his hand, and, after a hearty 
handshake, the President, in a few happily 
chosen words, welcomed him to France. 
The. Czar replied briefly, after- which M. 
Faure gave his arm to the Czarina, and, 
with the Czar on his right, walked to the 
reception room in the Arsenal, where the 
distinguished personages present were in- 
troduced to their Majesties. 

Shortly. after the imperial. couple had 
landed the sun broke through the ciouds, 
and this was taken as a happy augury. The 
Czar and Czarina had a short rest before 6 
o'clock, at which hour a magnificent ban- 
quet was spread in the dining room. 

It was the original intention that the im- 
perial visitors should traverse the streets 
of the city, but the unpleasant state of the 
weather forbade this, and at 8 o'clock the 
Czar and Czarina and their suites boarded 
the special train that was awaiting them at 
the Arsenal, a track having been specially 
laid thereto from the railway station, and 
started for Paris. President Faure, the 
Ministers, and other high officials preceded 
to Paris on the train on which they trav- 
eled to Cherbourg last night. 

Taken altogether, the reception to the im- 
perial visitors here was one long to be re- 
membered, and must have impressed the 
Czar with the great friendship entertained 
for him by the French, not alone the 
Official class, but by all the people, 





CROWDS WAITING IN PARIS. 


Police and Soldiers to Guard the Line 
of the Procession. 





PARIS, Oct. 5.—The boulevards this even- 
ing presented a remarkable sight. It had 
been stormy early in the day, and this 
caused the greatest discomfort to the thou- 
sands of visitors, who had been unable to 
secure lodgings in the city or vicinity. The 
museums and other places were thronged 
with people, who went to them not to see 
what was to be seen, but to escape from 
the falling rain. Toward evening, however, 
the weather that had given promise of 
clearing in the early afternoon became fine, 
and then the principal steets became fairly 
jammed with people, who were looking for- 
ward with the most pleasurable anticipa- 
tion to the coming of the Russian imperial 
Party. 

Fo-morrow will be a general holiday in 
honor of the visit of the Czar. All the shops 
and offices and the Bourse and banks will 
be closed. Even at the Post Office there 
will be a partial holiday, only two deliveries 
of mail being made during the day. 

Every precaution has been taken for the 
safety of the nation’s guests. The entire 
route of the procession through the city 
will be lined with troops, who will keep the 
line with the strictest discipline. Behind 


will face the crowd, thus being in a position 
to seize any seditious shouter or offender 
against the majesty of the Czar. Special 
guards will be stationed at the ends of 
streets opening into the route of the pro- 
cession, to prevent the occurrence of any 
untoward event. The police and military ar- 
rangements could not be of a more strict 
nature even in a despotic country. 

It is said that a number of known Anar- 
chists have been expelled from the city, 
while others who are suspected of having 
anarchistic tendencies have been warned that 
their appearance in the neighborhood of the 
procession or the vicinity of any of the 
places to be visited by the Czar will result 
aun their immediate arrest. 











THE START FROM PORTSMOUTH. 





The Imperial Yachts Escorted by the 
British Channel Fleet. 


PORTSMOUTH, Oct. 5.—High winds pre- 
vailed throughout the night, kicking up a 
rough sea in the channel, and rendering 
things altogether disagreeable, but fhis 
morning the wind subsided, and the air 
was cold and the sky clearing. Gradually 
the clouds rolled away, and the sun con- 
tributed its share toward making it a 
brilliant morning. 

The arrangements for the departure of 
the Czar and Czarina for France, which 
Were made several days ago, were perfect, 
and the programme was carried out to the 
last detail. The Russian imperial yachts, 
Polar Star and Standart, the former hav- 
ing the Czar and Czarina on board, were 
escorted by vessels of the British Channel 
fleet, each of the yachts being attended 
by three battleships, which were stationed 
on the quarters of the Russian vessels. 
Cruisers were stationed at their bows, and 
twelve torpedo destroyers followed in their 
wake. 

The fleet started at 7:30 o’clock, amid the 
booming of the cannon firing the royal 


salute, and the cheering of the bluejack- 
ets and the crowds on shore. The imperial 
visitors were bidden adieu on behalf of 
the Queen by the Duke of Connaught. Be- 
fore leaving, the Czar and Czarina sent a 
cordial message to the Queen, thanking 
her Majesty for her hospitality. 





THE CZAR’S PARIS PROGRAMME, 


The Visits He Will Make in the Great 
Freneh City. 


The programme for the Czar’s visit to 
Paris is a long and elaborate one. It in- 
cludes, amcng other things, an appropria- 
tion of 200,000f., to be devoted to paying 
the rents of the poor. This is given in lieu 
of the money heretofore appropriated on 
great state occasions for free wine, &c., 
for the masses. ‘ 

The Czar will stop at the Russian Em- 
bassy, where shortly after his arrival, he 
will lunch with his suite and the personnel 
of the Embassy. There will be a thanks- 
giving service at the Russian Church, an 
official visit to the Palace of Elysee, with 
an escort of cuirassiers, a return visit from 
President Faure, an audience or two, and 
finally a dinner at the Elysee, which will 
be marvellously illuminated, and to which 
200 invitations have been issued. 

Those who will attend the banquet are 
the Presidents of the Chamber of Deputies 
and the Senate, the Ambassadors, the 
Ministers, the Generals commanding army 
corps, and the great state officials.

Presi- 
dent Faure will attend with all the great 
officers of State, a cantata will be sung by 
choirs, to the accompaniment of massed 
orchestras, and representatives will be pres- 
ent from the various commercial chambers 
and syndicates of France. 

From the bridge the party will proceed to 
the Mint, where a commemorative medal 
will be struck in honor of the Czar’s visit.

hold a séance in honor of the Czar. His 
Majesty will also visit Nétre Dame and the 
H6tel de Ville. The visit to the latter place 
will be late in the afternoon, when twi- 
light wilk have set in and the marvelous 
electric illumination of the municipal palace 
will be in all its dazzling glory. The win- 
dows will be draped with French and Rus- 
sian flags.

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ELECTRIC 
RAN . PASSENGER TRAIN ON 
THE ELEVATED ROAD. 








A Little Trouble at First Because There 
Was No Current in the Third Rail 
and the Storage Battery Was Not 
Fully Prepared—After That It 


Went Smoothly—Russell Sage 
Pleased with the Result of the 
Experiment. ” 


On the Thirty-fourth Street branch of the 
Manhattan Railway system the motor, de- 
signed by the Electric Storage Battery 
Company, which has had numerous private 
tests on the elevated lines within the last 
few months, had a practical trial yesterday. 


The start was made from the Thirty- 
fourth Street Ferry with a two-car train 
filled with passengers. Nearly all the pas- 
sengers had just disembarked from a Long 
Island City ferryboat, and they rushed pell- 
mell into the cars without a thought as to 
the kind of motor that was to draw them, 
so long as it took them over to the Third 
Avenue station quickly. And it did take 
them quickly, There was a brief delay in 
the start, but once on its way the motor 
traveled smoothly, and at a little higher 


time of the steam motor trains, There was 
no attempt to make fast runs, the usual 
schedule of the Thirty-fourth Street trains 
being observed. 


Russell Sage a Passenger. 

Russell Sage was a passenger on the first 
train, as also were W. J. Fransioli, acting 
General Manager of the elevated system; 
8. D. Smith, Superintendent of Transporta- 
tion, and J. H. Sharland, Trainmaster. A 
little later Frank Jay Gould, one of the 
Manhattan Directors, inspected the opera- 
tion of the motor. 

J. B. Entz, chief engineer of the Electric 
Storage Battery Company, was in charge 
of the motor. With him were two or three 
skilled electricians, who kept careful watch 
while two of the elevated railroad motor- 
men ran the machine. Isaac L. Rice of the 
electric company was also an interested 
witness of the first public tests. 

A third rail has been laid outside of the 
south track from the ferry station to Third 
Avenue. This rail is fully ten inches above 
the track rails, and runs along the inner 
side of the employes’ footwalk. Although 
the motor carries a storage battery, an 
electric current of sufficient power to oper- 
ate the train is supposed to be fed to the 
third rail from the electric company’s 
power house in First Avenue. In case the 
current from the power house fails, the 
storage battery in the motor is to be used 
until the break in the current is restored. 

Owing to some misunderstanding yester- 
day morning the current from the power 
house was not turned on in time for the 
Start. A few of the storage cells in the 
motor had been charged and Engineer Entz 
decided to draw his power from that source 
for a whike. There were unforeseen delays 
in establtshing communication with e 
power house, and the electricity in storage 
gave cut before the power-house current 
was turned on. The motor consequently 
had to be withdrawn from service about 
10:30 o’clock, and the steam motor took its 
place until 2 o’clock in the afternoon. The 
power-house current was then turned on 
and after the storage cells in the motor 
had been replenished electricity was al- 
lowed to resume its work. A current with 


a voltage of about 500 was fed to the rail, 
and it moved the shuttle train back and 
forth without a hitch or a delay, until 6 
o’clock, when the motor was taken off for 
the night. It has been decided to operate 
the electric motor only from 9 A, M. until 
6 P. M. for the present. 


Description of the Motor, 


The motor ttself is a simple thing to look 
at. It is a box 18 feet long and 8 feet wide, 
set on four wheels, In the centre is the 
cab, which rises to a height of 8 feet, and 
is 8 feet broad. In front of, and behind, 
the cab are inclosed compartments of equal 
size, each sloping outward, until at the 
ends they are not more than three feet 
high. There are glass doors at each side 
of the cab, and four windows in front and 
four behind. The working space inside will 
hold four or five men, without—being un- 
comfortably crowded. The two compart- 
ments contain the storage battery, in which 
there were 56 cells yesterday. It is pro- 
posed to use in the operation of this motor 
256 storage cells of two volts each. Be- 
sides the 56 cells in the motor, there are 
200 cells in four boxes, which are placed 


near the ferry end of the track. These 
boxes constitute the reservoir. 

The connection between the motor and 
the third rail is made by two steel shoes, 
which drop from the lower edge of the 
motor and loosely clasp the rail. The same 
current of electricity that furnishes the pro- 
elling power also lights the cars. The il- 
umination of the two cars now in use in 
this experiment was -very brilliant last 
evening. Fifteen electric lamps of sixteen 
candle-power each are suspended from the 
roof of each car. 

In reply to questions regarding the possi- 
bilities of danger from the electric current 
on the third rail, Engineer Entz said there 
could be no danger unless men were care- 
less. A person accidentally touching the 
charged rail would receive only a slight 
shock. His own men, he said, had walked 
on top of it safely. The only danger was 
in a person’s touching the rail with his 
hand or foot and completing a circuit by 
taking hold of the iron pipe guardrail. 
Under such circumstances, a man would re- 
ceive a severe shock, 

Acting General Manager Fransioli de- 
clined to express any opinion regarding the 
new motor last evening. He said that one 
day’s trial could not, of course, afford a 
thorough test of any system, and it would 
not be fair to either party in interest to 
pass judgment until after the test was com- 
plete. 

Russell Sage said frankly that he was 
favorably impressed with the new motor. 
He believes in the application of electricity 
to the elevated system, and he felt encour- 
aged by the public experiment,

MOTOR TESTED] 








President Low’s Report on the Uni- 
versity’s Plans. 


‘ Columbia College opened her one hundred 
and forty-second academic year yesterday 
morning with no other formalities than 
an address of -weleome by President Seth 
Low at the conclusion of the chapel service. 
This year will be the last spent on the Mad- 
ison Avenue site, for it is planned te have 
a sufficient number of the buildings ready 
on Morningside Heights next Fall to én- 
able the college authorities to begin to hold 
recitations, 

In the afternoon the Board of Trustees 
met and listened to the annual report of 
President Low. Mr. Low had this to say 
about the new cutriculum, which will go 
into effect July 1, 1897: ‘‘In effect, this 
eurriculum represents the middle course 
between the Harvard system of unlimited 
electives and the group system as illus- 
trated by the Johns Hopkins. It is less 
rigid than the group system, and it does 
not carry the elective system quite so far 
as. Haryard. It does assume, however, 
that the college aims to give only a liberal 
education, and therefore that it is to grant 
only one degree, the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts; next, it assumes that this degree ought 
to imply in the holder some knowledge of 
antiquity, as secured by the study of at 
least one ancient language; a good deal of 
knowledge of English;.a reading knowledge 
of both French and German; some knowl- 
edge of history; some knowledge of mathe- 
matics; some knowledge of philosophy; 
some knowledge of political economy, and 
some laboratory knowledge of at least one 
natural science,” 

He also referred to the establishment of a 
Faculty of Applied Science, under which 
will be grouped a school of mines, a school 


of chemistry, of engineering, and of archi- 
tecture, being a reorganization of the old 
School of Mines. He told of the establish- 
ment of a course in mechanical engineering, 
the appointment of Edward A. MacDowell 
as the first incumbent of the Chair of Mu- 
sic, and the importance of the university’s 
close connection with the New-York o- 
tanical Garden. 

He spoke of the progress made on the 
new pesicings- ** We greatly need at once,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ the gift of a building for physics, 
costing $250, ; @ building for engineering, 
costing $250,000; a gymnasium, costing, with 
apparatus, $375,000. We need other build- 
ings also as soon as we can get them, but 
these are the most pressing. I hope that 
the generous people of New-York will give 
us these buildings at an early day.” 

The Secretary to the board announced the 
following gifts to the university: One of 
$5,000 from Jacob F. Schiff, to aid needy stu- 
dents through college; a collection of He- 
brew and Arabic manuscripts from William 
Walter, and a valuable collection of medical 
works from Dr. Francis H. Markoe. Charles 
C. Worthington has offered to equip a lab- 
oratory in hydraulic engineering as a me- 
morial to his father, Henry R. Worthing- 
ton, formerly an authority in hydraulic en- 
gineering. 

The term at Barnard College, on Madison 
Avenue, near Forty-fourth Street, opened

MRS. WALDO WINS HER SUIT. 








Was Brought Against ex-Judge Hil- 
ton for Disposal of Some Goods. 


Mrs. Gertrude Rhinelander Waldo ob- 
tained a verdict yesterday for $642.70 and 
interest from April 1, 1890, making a total 
of $893.25, against ex-Judge Henry B. Hil- 
ton as sole surviving partner of the firm of 
Hilton & Libbey, which, after the death of 
A. T. Stewart, continued the business of A. 
TT. Stewart & Co. at Broadway and Ninth 
Street, under the old firm name. 

Mrs. Waldo testified for herself. She had 
no other witness. She said that in the 
Spring of 1878 she ordered77 yards of yellow 
satin brocaded goods from A. T. Stewart 
& Co., and that when they arrived in this 
country the following Fall, she accepted 
them and paid $1,350 for them. Afterward 
the firm promised to sell the goods for her, 
but all she ever received was $225, and she 
did not get the goods back. 

Mrs. Waldo demanded her goods or the 
money for them, and, gettin neither, 
brought suit against ex-Judge- Hilton and 
William Libbey, Mr. Libbey died, and ex- 
Judge Hilton became the sole defendant. 
The case was tried before Justice Bischoff 
and a jury yesterday. It took nearly all 
day to try it, but after it had been given 
to the jury a verdict was soon reached, The 
defendant’s witnesses had testified that the 
brocade was worth but $5 a yard in 1890, 
and so a compromise verdict was agreed 
on, the jury taking into consideration the 
$225 that Mrs. Waldo had received for the 
portion of the goods that her sister bought 
years ago. 





Was Insured Against Thieves. 


When Samuel Solomon, brother-in-law of 
Paul Salvin, the clothier at 158 Park Row, 
opened the store yesterday morning, he 
found ‘that the safe had beep broken open, 
and $219, a silver watch, three gold 
watches, gold sleeve buttons, and children’s 
chains and trinkets that were in it had 
been stolen. While Mr. Salvin lamented his 
loss, he congratulated himself on the fact 
that on Saturday evening, before the store 
was closed, his wife had carried home a 
vet of $2,100, which had also been in the 
safe. 

Mr. Salvin has a policy in the United 
States Casualty Company, of which ex- 
Chief of Police Byrnes is a Vice President. 
He is insured for $10,000 against robbery. 
The loss of the jewelry, it is said, will not 
be made good by the company, as there is 
no clause in the policy which holds the 
company responsibie for personal property

Secretary Carlisle’s Figures—Nearly 
Three Millions Coined Last Month. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 5.—A local paper 
prints the following letter from Secretary 
Carlisle concerning the amount of silver 
coined since the repeal of the Sherman 
act in 1893 and especially during the pres- 
ent year: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3, 1896. 
0. O. Stealey, Washington: 

My Dear Sir: In response to the questions 
which you have referred to me, I have the 
honor to say that during the present year— 
that is, from Jan. 1, 1896, to Sept. 30. 1896— 
standard silver dollars have been coined at 
the mints of the United States to the 
amount of $13,912,512. Since Nov. 1, 1893, 
the date of the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the so-called Sherman act, stand- 
ard silver dollars have been coined in the 
United States to the amount of $17,860,491, 
or more than twice as much as were coined 
during the whole period of our history 
prior to 1878. 

The coinage of silver dollars is going on 
every day at our mints, and during the 
last month it amounted to $2,700,000. bout 
the same amount will be coined during the 
present month. The seigniorage, or gain, 
which has been added to the circulation on 
account of the coinage since Nov. 1, 1893, 
is about $5,700,000, and the seigniorage, or 
gain, in the coinage of last month was 
about $900,000. 

The coinage is being done under authority 

contri upon the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury the third section of the act of July 
14, 1890, commonly called the Sherman act, 
which provides that ‘‘ the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall each month coin 2,000,000 
ounces of silver bullion purchased under the 
provisions of this act into standard silver 
dollars until the first day of July, 1891, and 
otter that time he shall coin, of the silver 
bullion purchased under the provisions of 
this act, as much as may be necessary to 
provide for the redemption of the Treasury 
notes herein provided for, and any gain, or 
seigniorage, arising from such coinage shall 
3 accounted for and paid into the Treas- 
ury. 
This law is still in force, no part of the 
act having been repealed except the clause 
which directed the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to continue the purchase of silver bull- 
ion and issue Treasury notes in payment for 
it, and the coinage is being made from the 
bullion belonging to the Government, pur- 
chased before the repeal of that clause. 

The silver dollars coined, other than the 
selgpiorage, are held in the Treasury, under 
the law, for the redemption of the Treasury 
notes issued in payment for the bullion, 
and since Aug. 1, 1893, these notes have been 
redeemed in Silver to the amount of $31,126,- 
722, and the notes have been retired and 
canceled, the silver dollars taking their 
place in the circulation. Prior to August, 
1898, none of these notes had been re- 
deemed in silver or retired.

THE CHICAGO SEWER FIGHT. 


Suit in Opposition to the Work Begun 
in Court Yesterday. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—The fight against the 
construction of the Seventy-ninth Street 
sewer system began in earnest to-day in 
Judge Carter’s court. The objectors, among 
whom is Hetty Green, were represented by 
120 attorneys, and the city by two, The 
proceedings resembled a convention of law- 
yers getting down to business, rather than 
the commencement of an action at law. 

The case opened with roll call, as is 
customary in conventions, but instead of 
responding with ‘“‘Here” or ‘“ Present” 
when their names were called, the lawyers 
answered ‘‘Senarate”’’ or ‘‘ Committee,” 
their answer depending upon whether they 


had pooled their issues with the attorneys 
representing a majority of the objectors or 
wished to act independently, 

As soon as the roll had been called, the 
Court began to ask questions as to what 
course the lawyers wished to pursue. It 
then became apparent that a large number 
of the lawyers were unprepared to go on, 
and that they were anchoring their hopes 
upon the committee which was appointed 
to stop the construction of the sewer. Two 
of Mrs. Green’s holdings affected by the 
big sewer are the old Gage farm of 300 
acres, from fFifty-ninth to Sixty-third 
Street, which is said to be easily worth 
$2,000 an acre; and a forty-acre cabbage 
garden at Sixty-ninth and Halsted Streets, 
worth $200,000, and while on the latter 
roperty the assessment is $3,000, on the 
ormer it is a little more. Hetty Green 
says she will fight to the last before she 
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Is Told that the Virginians Will Give

CANTON, Ohio, Oct. 5.—Major McKinley 
had a quiet day.

The Republican Committee Predicts a 
HM Plurality of 46,000. 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 5.—The Republican 
State Committee held a meeting to-day to 
compile the reports from the Chairmen of 
the various County Committees. Secretary 
Foster said that a careful compilation based 
on very conservative estimates had been 
made, and it showed that McKinley and 
Hobart would get a plurality of 46,000 in 
New-Jersey, The Secretary further stated 
that in the Fourth Congressional District, 
where the sentiment was strongly in favor 
of free silver, the Republicans were gain- 
ing every day, and there was good reason 
for believing that Pitney, the Republican 
candidate for Congress, would be elected. 

According to the reports received by the 
State Committee, he said, Mr. Bryan in- 
jured rather than strengthened his canvass 
by his recent tour through that district.

NEWARK, Oct. 5.—At a meeting of the 
State Democratic Committee, sixteen mem- 
bers were present. The committee failed to 
take action on the resignation from it of 
former United States Senator Blodgett, 
which was presented two weeks ago be- 
cause Mr. Blodgett said he couldn’t stand 
the Chicago platform, and the former Sena- 
tor is, consequently, still a member of the 
committee.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Ex-Senator Man- 
derson of Nebraska, writing of the situation 
in his own State and in the West generally, 
says: 

‘*T have just returned from a trip through 
the State on a political mission. This State 
(Nebraska) is now looking better for the 
casting of its Electoral vote for McKinley, 
although we still have a very hard fight, 
but I believe the chances are in our favor. 
Thé East, however, should fully appreciate 
the fact that there is really but little hope, 


unless conditions change, that McKinley 
will get a single vote in any of the States 
west of the Missouri. 

“If Bryan is to be defeated it must be by 
carrying every State east of the river and 
north of Virginia.

Consul Parker Refuses to Give Aid 
to the Silver Men, 


CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—George’ F. Parker, 
United States Consul at Birmingham, has 
written a sharp letter in reply to one of 
Treasurer Campau’s begging circulars. In 
the course of his letter, Mr. Parker says: 

*“*T have not now, and never have had, the 
slightest interest, distant or remote, in a 
silver mine, and have never been in favor 
of flat money or voted for any man who 
was. I venerate the Supreme Court of the 
United States and would not pack it for any 
purpose. I believe firmly in the policy of 
suppressing violence, whether an Anarchist 
Governor likes it or not. I cannot see why 
the Federal Government should provide that 
‘no State shall pass laws impairing the 
obligation of contracts,’ if it is to do so 
itself upon a scale more gigantic and ruin- 
ous than any recorded in copious annals of 
dishonesty. 

** Appeals to class interest, and to that 
sectional feeling which for a long time 
made our people not friends, but enemies, 
have been, to me, the most hateful things 
in our politics. I have never consorted with 
men who, in convention assembled, refused 
to indorse, only in reality to condemn, the 
one Democratic President elected by the 
party in nearly forty years; nor with those 
who unseat an honestly-elected delegation 
from a great State in order that they may 
use places, thus stolen, for the disruption 
and disgrace of the party.

SPEAKS TO COMMERCIAL MEN ON 
SOUND MONEY. 





What He Says of the Necessity of 
Maintaining a Stable Standard in 
Protecting Our Commerce, Both at 
Home and Abroad—Great Harm 

‘to be Wrought, He Declares, by 
the Endeavor to Chezpen the Char- 
acter of Money of the Land. 


At the meeting of the Commercial Trav- 
elers’ Sound Money League, Prince and 
Broadway, yesterday, there was a big 
gathering to hear Congressman W. D. by- 
mum of Indiana, the Chairman of the 


National Committee of the National Demo- 
cratic Party. 

This was the last speech the Chairman 
will make in the East during the present 
campaign. He was introduced by Presi- 
dent John H. Black, and was received 
With great cheering. He spoke as follows: 

‘“‘{ am not surprised that the commercial 
travelers of the country’ are in favor 
of sound money. The traveling men, as 4 
class, will never be satisfied except w:th 
the best of everything. Therefore, it was 
not surprising that they opposed the palm- 
ing off on the people of u ‘ifty-cent dollar. 
The commercial traveling men know that 
depression is widespread, and that before 
there can be a full restoration of pres- 
perity in this country mus: be a 
restoration of confidence. 

“ There is great confusion as to the mean- 
ing of ‘ gold standard,’ and Mr. Bryan and 
his supporters are adding to that confusion 
because they do not attempt in the least 
to state this question clearly and intelligibly 
to the people. There is a wide difference 
between the gold standard and gold mono- 
metallism. The gold standard is the com- 
mercial value of the metal itself. There 
is no relation between 100 cents of United 
States money and the pound sterling, ex- 
cept the relation of the pure gold contained 
in them both. 

“The gold standard is a distinct and 
Separate question from that of gold mono- 
metallism, and we who advocate the main- 
tenance of the gold standard do not wish 
to be understood as in favor of gold mono- 
metallism. I care not what legislation we 
may enact in this country, or what char- 
acter of a measure of values we may estab- 
lish, there is no way of getting away from 
the gold standard. 

“If we opened our mints to silver there 
would be a silver basis, but there would be 
no silver standard. It would fluctuate as 
the price of silver fluctuates to-day, and, 
therefore, there could be no stable standard 
except a gold one. : 

“In order that we may have prosperity 
and carry on our great industries; in order 
that we may carry on our great commerce, 
not only our foreign, but our domestic, as 
well, it is absolutely essential that whatever 
financial system, whatever measure, we 
adopt, it must be chained to a stable stand- 
ard, and where we depart from that we 
destroy the credit system of the country, on 
which our prosperity is based. 

“Bryan. and his friends overlook one 
thing. They speak of the increased volume 
of money, of a shrinkage in the volume of 
money bringing disaster greater than war 
or pestilence. That is true, but I would call 
your and their attention to the fact that no 
shrinkage in the volume of money has ever 
reachec the extent of harm of that shrink- 
age which has followed an endeavor to 
cheapen the character of money. 

“If only at the next election we will put 
the seal of condemnation by the almost 
united voice of the people upon this policy 
of the Government of the United States at- 
tempting to pay its debts in fifty-cent dol- 
lars, we will have restored confidence that 
will bring prosperity to all industries and 
all classes.’”” [Cheers.]

HIDES AND PRICE OF SHOES. 


No Big Advance in Footwear Looked 
for in the Trade. 


A dispatch from Chicago yesterday, re- 
ferring to the leather trade, takes a very 
rosy view of prospects for the holders of 
boots and shoes by assuming that next 
Summer the wearers may have to pay 
‘“‘from $1-to $2”’ more for each pair. It is 
asserted that this future condition of affairs 
is to exist because hides have advanced 
from 20 to 47 per cent. 

It is true that leather has of late been 
advancing, and that hides have, from scarc- 
ity at the present time, advanced quite 
sharply, though less rapidly than.they did 
one year ago. And because hides advanced 
last year wearers of shoes did not have to 
pay a dollar or two a pair more for their 
foot covering this year. In fact, they 
found some lines cheaper. The great bulk 
of shoes sold this season would not average 
to exceed $3 a pair, and to assume that 
these must be advanced from 33 to 75 per 
cent. is assuming something of a revolu- 
tion in the shoe and leather trade. 

The advance already made in upper and 
sole leather would not make the average 
pair of shoes cost to exceed 5 cents a pair 
over the cost in June or July. To expect 
shoes to advance or increase in price even 
50 per cent., leather must first more than 
double its present value, for the labor cost 
represented in a shoe is no small factor in 
the expense of shoe manufacturing. 

In some cases it is found that shoe manu- 
facturers have advanced shoes selling to 
the jobber at 90 cents to $1 a pair from 2% 
to 3 cents a pair, and yet this very week 
some jobbers in Reade and Duane Streets 
have duplicated orders placed in July, and 
at the same price. In these cases it may be 
assumed that themanufacturers had leather 
in hand from which to make up the stock. 
There is little disposition here in the East 
to place orders for boots and shoes for next 
Spring and Summer delivery. There is a 
disposition to confine present orders to im- 
mediate wants, waiting largely until after 
the election before placing next season’s or- 
ders. 

As noted in the hide and leather reports 


in THE NEw-YoOrRK TIMEs, in the past week 
or so the market in hides and leather has 
been gaining strength, but a very great ad- 
vance must be made to increase shoe values 
50 per cent. 

An improved condition of business in this 
country—a better demand for labor—will 
naturally increase the demand for beef from 
the wage earners of the country. An in- 
crease in the demand for beef increases the 
supply of hides. The article of food in 
which the poorer classes of this country 
economize in periods of depression is beef. 
This fact is demonstrated by the slaughter 
of beef cattle by the Chicago packers alone. 
The decrease from 2,450,000 head killed in 
1892 to 1,792,000 head slaughtered in 1895 
shows the falling off in the demand for beef 
from this one source alone. 

In prosperous times it may be expected 
that the supply of hides will increase from 
50 to 75 per cent., which naturally would 
prevent a big product of hides, such as beef, 
from appreciating above a normal value, 
and so remaining for any length of 
time. Therefore, shoes are not likely 
to advance in cost from $1 to $2 a pair 
the coming year. To assume that a 
fifty-cents-a-pair advance on the medium 
grade of shoes would occur from_ present 
prevailing prices would be considered as 
visionary by a large portion of the men en- 
gaged in the shoe and Jeather trades. 





FELL AND CUT HER TONGUE. 


Little Edna Farson Died Later in a 


Hospital While Etherized. 


Edna Farson, five years old, who lived 
with her parents in a flat, at 525 West 
Forty-ninth Street, ran into the ‘house, 
where her mother was working, about 10:30 
o’clock yesterday forenoon and exclaimed, 
while crying bitterly: “Oh! mamma, 2 
man knocked me down and hurt my 
mouth.” 

Mrs. Farson examined the child’s mouth, 
which was bleeding profusely, and found 
that the tongue was nearly cut in two. 
Without delay, she started to walk with 
Edna to Roosevelt Hospital. The bleeding 
continued, and at Fifty-fourth Street and 
Ninth Avenue the little girl was so weak 
it was necessary to take a car. At the 
outdoor clinic of the hospital, which was 
reached at 11 o’clock, everything was done 
that was possible to stop the flow of blood, 
but without avail. 

Dr. Zerega and Dr. Johnson, the latter the 
operating surgeon, were called, and worked 
over the child some time, and at last de- 
decided to place her under the influence of 
ether and sew up the lacerated tongue. 
While this operation was going on the little 
one died. It was then 1:30 o’clock. A post- 


mortem examination was performed at the 
hospital, and the cause of death given as 
heart failure, superinduced by the ether. 

The accident, for it seems to have been 
such, which resulted in the injury to the 
child occurred directly in front of her home. 
It was witnessed by a Mrs. Hughes, who 
lives in the same house, and by Martha 
Richter, who lives on the third floor of the 
house next door. According to their story. 
the child was sitting in a little rocking 
chair on the sidewalk. She was holding a 
small wooden hoop in her hands. A young 
man came by and tripped over the hoop, 
and the child was pulled out of her seat 
and struck her chin on the sidewalk.

The players’ clocks were in motion a Ht- 
tle before 10 o’clock, and play had com- 
menced on all the boards. At that time 
the hall of the congress was well filled 
with a brilliant company of spectators, no- 
table among whom were a number of dis- 
tinguished members of the imperial Court, 
the tournament being under the patronage 
of the King of Hungary, its chief prize- 
giver. Many city officials were also pres- 
ent, the town corporation having taken the 
tournament under its protection as part of 
its millenium festivities and liberally sub- 
scribed to the prize fund. 

Local pride also contributed ‘to swell the 
throng, the young Geza Maroczy having 
become quite a popular idol, and his chances 
of securing the trophy of the King much 
discussed. The Hungarian champion did 
not disappoint his admirers, for a promi- 
nent feature of the occasion was his superb 
play, which scored for him the first win 
of the day. 

Albin’s victory over Pillsbury was_ the 
most surprising event of the first round, as 
startling to the American as to the specta- 
tors, who generally thought Pillsbury vent- 
ured too much with a master of Albin’s in- 
genuity for defense. 

The play on most of the boards was ex- 
tremely good, and generally the playing 
was exciting, many of the battles being of 
a desperate nature.

Detuils of the Plays. 

On Board 1 Janowski vigorously at- 
tacked Dr. Noa, who declined the Parisian’s 
Queen’s Gambit with 2..Kt—QB3 and 3..B— 
KKtd. From start to finish Janowski never 
relinquished his attack, but continually 
forced his opponent, whose difficulties in- 
creaged at last to so great an extent that 


the Hungarian resigned on the forty-first 
move. 

At Board 2 Popiel also declined the 
offered Gambit—-an Evans—played by Tschi- 
gorin, whose masterful attack was so skill- 
fully parried that neither in the opening 
nor in the middle game was any advantage 
apparent with the white force. In the end- 
ing, however, the Russian gained the mas- 
tery, and. coming along irresistibly, won 
in forty-nine moves. 

Walbrodt’s opening at Board 3 of P—K4 
and Kt—KB3 was met by Maroczy with P— 
K4 and P—Q3, the Hungarian holding his 
vwn in the opening of his Philidor’s defense 
against his Berlin opponent. In the middle 
game Maroczy went into a profound and 
beautiful combination, which Walbrodt was 
unable properly to meet, and after a fine 
game of thirty-six moves ‘the Berliner sur- 
rendered, giving the Hungarian the first 
win of the tournament, to the intense de- 
light of his supporters. 

At the fourth board, Charousek offered 
his favorite Bishop’s Gambit, which Schlech- 
ter accepted, and a hot fight was opened 
at once. In the middle game, Charousek 
had the better of the encounter, but so stub- 
bornly did Schlechter play for his custom- 
ary draw that he succeeded in securing it 
after forty-six moves. 

On Board 5 Albin set up a French defense 
against Pillsbury’s king’s side attack, the 
game opening like many of the Showalter- 
Albin games played in New-York, Pillsbury 
playing Q—Kt4, as did Showalter. Meeting 
with an incalculative resistance on Albin’s 
part, Pillsbury tried to force the Austrian 
veteran, and, risking too much, was him- 
self cornered by Albin, who cleverly and 
unexpectedly won after thirty-four moves. 

At Board 6 Winawer opened a Hampe-All- 
gaier on Tarrasch, who played 2..QKt—B3 
and3..PxP. The Nuremberg doctor was pres- 
ently in grave trouble, so much so that his 
game was generally thought to be lost. 
Then, by a wonderful effort of the most 
painstaking and skillful play, he managed 
to crawl out of his embarrassments to such 
an extent that at adjournment of play for 
the day his game seemed possible to draw.

Another Broadway Playhouse Closed

“The Caliph,’”’ which has been under the 
direct management of Nathaniel Roth, was 
the comic opera selected for Mr. Jefferson 
De Angelis’s first starring venture. The 
piece was produced at the Broadway The- 
atre Sept. 3. 

Mr. De Angelis received a telephone mes- 
sage at his home at 5 o’clock, informing 
him that there would be no further per- 
formances of ‘“‘ The Caliph.” He imme- 
diately sent his son, Thomas De Angelis, to 
the theatre to see Mr. Roth and get more 
definite information regarding his action. 

Mr. Roth was represented by his brother, 
Albert Roth, who had nothing to say re- 
garding his brother’s action, further than 
that the piece had been taken off owing to 
bad business. 

Thomas De Angelis said: ‘‘ Regarding 
the sudden closing to-night, all I can say 
is that when * The Caliph’ was submitted 
to my father he objected to it on the 
ground that the book was not good, but 
Was persuaded into taking it. The day 
after the production the newspapers criti- 
cised the piece so severely that my father, 
insisted tnat some one should take the 
book and re-write it. This was not done, 
and the consequence was the piece was a 
pronounced failure. Our business was not 
good enough to warrant keeping it on 
any longer, and Manager Roth decided to 
take it off at the end of this present week, 
Oct. 10. The withdrawal of the piece to- 
night is as much of a surprise to my 
father as to the rest of’the company.

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SENATOR SHERMAN ON TRUSTS, 


No doubt the existing Anti-Trust law can 
be enforced by a President and vigorous At- 
torney General in sympathy with it. (Tel- 
27 from Senator JOHN SHERMAN to The 

orld.] 


Mr. SHERMAN prepared, introduced in 
the Senate, and supported there by ar- 
gument the bill which was the basis of 
the so-called Anti-Trust law of 1890, Be- 
cause his bill was materially changed 
before final enactment, he complaéned 
Immediately after the passage of it that 
the modifications had very seriously af- 
fected its value as an available statute. 
At a later date, however, he declared 
that the mere existence of the law was 
breaking down the combinations at 
which it had been aimed. This was not 
true. 

The shiftiness and insincerity of Mr. 
SHERMAN have repeatedly been exhibited 
in connection with the proposed restraint 
of Trust combinations, and especially 
with respect to cémbinations which are 
protected and assisted by tariff duties. 
He has repeatedly said in the Senate 
that duties operating for the benefit of 
combinations should be reduced or re- 
moved, and when brought to the point 
of voting for reduction or removal he 
has invariably shown his insincerity by 
vpposing the change which he had rec- 
ommended. He said in the Senate: 


‘““When combinations to prevent a reduc- 
tion of price by fair competition exist, I 
agree that they may and ought to be met by 
@ reduction of duties.” 


He also made the following remarks 
in the Senate at another time: 


‘The primary object of a protective tariff 
fis to invite the fullest competition by indi- 
viduals and corporations in domestic pro- 
duction. If such individuals or corporations 
combine to advance the price of the do- 
mestic product and to prevent the free re- 
sult of open and fair competition, I would 
Without a moment’s hesitation reduce the 
duties on foreign goods competing with 
them, in order to break down the combina- 
tion. Whenever free competition is evaded 
or avoided by combinations of individuals or 
corporations, the duty should be reduced 
— foreign competition should promptly be 
nvited.” 


But when during the consideration of 
a tariff bill he has been reminded of 
such utterances and asked to vote for 
reductions of duties affecting products 
notoriously controlled by Trust combina- 
tions, he has always voted in flat con- 
tradiction of his own declarations. 

When there were pending, in 1890, 
amendments reducing the duties on bind- 
ing twine and cotton bagging—the ex- 
istence of combinations controlling those 
products to the disadvantage of farm- 
ers being admitted—he said: 


‘If there was a Trust holding this mar-’ 
ket, [for binding twine,] and there was no 
other way to break that Trust, I would say 
at once that I would put the article on the 
free list. I believe it is the duty of the 
country to break down these combinations.” 


He was urged to explain why he would 
not vote for reductions in these cases, 
and his explanation was as follows: 


I shall vote against the amendment be- 
cause I am in favor of the general rule of 
protection, which applies to binders’ twine 
for the farmers OR FOR THE SPECULATORS, 
and to all things alike.” 


Could the evidence of Mr. SHpRMAN’s 
\nsincerity have been more clearly 
shown? He is as ready now to protect 
“the speculators” in the Trust combi- 
natjons as he was then, and all his yirt- 
uous professions concerning the restraint 
or punishment of combinations have 
been merely the talk of a demagogue. 

During the recent session of Congress 
he repeatedly professed a willingness to 
impose a tax on tea, coffee, beer, or 
“anything”’’ in order that the revenue 
might be made sufficient, and whenever 
motions to impose such taxes were made 
he not only voted against them, but led 
the opposition which caused them to be 
defeated.

ONE CHAMBER OR TWO? 

It is admitted that if the Greater New- 
York charter is to provide for local self- 
government there must be a legislative 
body with actual power to legislate in 
matters purely municipal. If there is 
to be a clear separation of legislative 
and executive functions this legislative 
body must determine what is to be 
done in the way of public improvements 
and in the conduct of the several admin- 
istrative departments, and must raise 
the funds, whether by taxation or the 
issue of bonds, that may be necessary 
for the execution of all public work. 
Heads of departments would then have 
prescribed and clearly defined duties and 
would only be responsible for the man- 
ner of their performance. 

As we have already said, this is the 
most important and the most perplexing 
matter with which the Consolidation 
Commission has to deal. A question 
which confronts it at the outset is 
whether the municipal legislative body, 


eonsist of a single chamber or of two 
chambers. The advantage of a single 
chamber, provided it is properly con- 
stituted, is obvious. Assuming it to bea 
body of moderate membership and com- 
posed of able and upright men, devoted 
to the interests of the city and acting 
like a Board of Directors for the munic- 
ipal corporation, it could undoubtedly 
work more effectively and with better 
results than two chambers with the 
necessity of concurrent action. 

There have heretofore been great 
difficulties in the way of securing a 
proper body for the exercise of such 
legislative functions. There has been a 
lack of willingness on the part of men 
of the right character and capacity to 
devote their time and energies to the 
service of the city to the extent re- 
quired, and there has also been a lack 
of interest among citizens generally in 
regard to securing the right kind of men 
for that service. Then the entangling of 
municipal administration with party 
politics has made it impossible to con- 
centrate the efforts of the people upon 
the choice of men who would give them 
good government for the city. This has, 
in fact, aggravated all the difficulties of 
the problem and led to the practical 
destruction or dissipation of local legis- 
lative authority. 

Hereafter we are to have separate 
municipal elections in years when there 
will be little political excitement or dis- 
traction, Moreover, there has been a 
decided growth in recent years in civic 
spirit and in interest in the good gov- 
ernment of the city. It may be that 
with party politics eliminated from the 
city elections, or with the chance at 
least of eliminating it, and with an 
awakened interest and a growing civic 
pride, men of the right stamp may be 
chosen and may be willing to serve as 
municipal legislators. 

But supposing this to be the case, it 
would leave the question of one cham- 
ber or two still unsolved. A body of 
moderate membership, with assured 
capacity and integrity, would be effect- 
ive, but would it be representative? A 
single chamber, made up of a large num- 
ber, chosen by districts, would be rep- 
resentative, but would it be harmonious 
or effective? Two separate chambers, 
from which concurrent action was neces- 
sary to carry any measure, would be 
likely to block each other and become 
prolific of dead-locks or of compromises. 
Is there any way of securing the ad- 
vantage of a body which would repre- 
sent the different sections and interests 
of the enlarged metropolis, and at the 
same time have ,the effectiveness of a 
corporate Board of Directors? This is 
what is aimed at by Col. GREENE in the 
plan which he suggested in the magazine 
article to which we referred the other 
day. We will take another occasion to 
discuss that plan. 








\UNPATRIOTIC PARTISANSHIP. 


There are a few Democrats of promi- 
nence in this country who have openly 
avowed their purpose of supporting the 
ticket nominated at Chicago, although 
they do not accept the platform there 
adopted and believe that the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the old 
ratio which that platform demands would 
be disastrous. Mr. THACHER was a con- 
spicuous instance of that class when he 
sought to be a candidate of his party for 
Governor of this State while disagreeing 
with the Buffalo indorsement of the Chi- 
cago platform but pledging support to 
the Chicago ticket. Ex-Secretary Hoxe 
SmitTH of Georgia is another example, and 
the recent utterances of ex-Goy. Camp- 
BELL of Ohio seem to place him in the 
same category. Senator SmiTtH of New- 
Jersey is-another case. 

These are men whose attitude and ut- 
terances have influence, and there are 
many like them in the various grades of 
politicians. They propose to support the 
ticket nominated at Chicago simply and 
solely because they regard it as the reg- 
ular ticket of their party, although they 
must believe, according to their own pro- 
fessions, that its election would be a 
calamity to the country. There are mul- 
titudes among the mass of voters who act 
upon the same principle of voting what 
they consider the regular party ticket 
without regard to what it stands for or 
what the consequences of its election 
would be, but many of these have the ex- 
euse which the men of prominence have 
not, that they do not realize the full sig- 
nificance of such blind attachment to a 
party name rather than party principles. 

Anybody who actually believes that the 
free coinage of silver or the election of a 
man like BryAN for President would be 
a good thing for the country and its peo- 
ple is justified in voting according to that 
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tion may have been. But any American 
citizen who is convinced that the free 
coinage of silver would debase the cur- 
rency, dishonor the Nation, and cause 
disaster to the people, and that the elec- 
tion of Bryan would be a National ca- 
lamity, and yet votes the Chicago ticket 
because it is labeled regular Democratic, 
places a blind and narrow partisanship 
above patriotftsm and is morally a traitor 
to his country. 








NOT SILVERITES FROM GRATITUDE. 
We are not prepared to assent to the 
rather fanciful notion of Col. W. L. 
TRENHOLM that the South favors free 
silver because of a sense of gratitude to 
the free-silver Republicans. The voters 
in the South who want free-silver coin- 
age know nothing about Mr. RANDALL’S 
alliance with the Western silverites to 
seat Democratic Congressmen, and not 
one in ten has any knowledge of a sim- 
ilar combination undef the Harrison Ad- 
ministration to defeat the Force bill. 

The people in that part of the country 
who keep track of what is going on in 
Congress are sound-money men, the 
politicians excepted; and as a rule the 
latter have scant knowledge of public 
matters. The well-posted Southerner is 
as good’ an honest-money man as his 
Northern brother, nor could he be 
swerved from his path of integrity by 
any such sentimental notions of grati- 
tude as those suggested by Col. Tren- 
HOLM. 

The Southern silverite, while he may 
be a very intelligent person in the ordi- 
nary sense, is not a reading man. He 
gets no regular or trustworthy informa- 
tion about public affairs. He is patriotie 
to the core, but his limited facilities for 
information leave him the easy prey of 
any craze or hobby that comes along. 
He is especially susceptible to any ap- 
peal that contains a sentiment, such as 
the absurd Populist war cry, the “ dollar 
of the Constitution,” or anything that 
inspires antagonism to the “money 
power” or to corporations, He is in 
need of education on the money question. 
When he gets enough of that to enable 
him to see clearly, he will become as 
zealous for sound money as he is now 
fanatical for free silver. 








THE CZAR IN FRANCE, 


As a pageant, the turning over of the 
Czar and the Czarina to their new na- 
tional host seems to have been spoiled by 
the weather. An escorting squadron of 
thirty-odd British men-of-war speeding 
the parting guest while an escorting 
squadron of twenty-odd French men-of- 
war welcomed the coming guest ought to 
have been an impressive and memorable 
spectacle. But the British Channel is a 
very unsafe place in which to arrange 
aquatic pageants, and half a gale of 
wind upsets all calculations of pictur- 
esqueness. A driving rain and half a 
gale of wind, with the accompanying sea, 
would have spoiled the show even for an 
Admiral. The Autocrat of all the Rus- 
sias and his wife were probably as dis- 
consolate and draggle-tailed when they 
landed at Cherbourg as any pair of 
Cook’s tourists that ever crossed the 
Channel in bad weather. 

It is curious to reflect that the weather, 
or its effect upon the imperial mind, 
may not be without “ political signifi- 
cance,”’ and the possible political signifi- 
cance of the Czar’s visit is the only rea- 
son why we should be talking about it. 
We printed on Sunday a very interesting 
letter from our London correspondent 
contrasting in advance of the visit to 
England the circumstances in which the 
great-grandfather of the present Czar de- 
scended upon the island half a century 
ago. That visit was the prelude to a 
terrible and in some respects a futile 
war, in which England and France, 
which are now bidding against each oth- 
er for the favor of the present Czar, were 
arrayed together against his predecessor. 

Russian ambition is the same now that 
it was half a century ago, though there 
have been superadded to it by the Asi- 
atic expansion of the empire other sec- 
ondary ambitions. The chief of these is 
the same in character as the secular 
project. It is a freer outlet to the sea, 
The possession of Constantinople would 
make Russia a Mediterranean power. 
The opening of a port on the coast of 
China, and a connection with it from the 
land, would make her a much more im- 
portant power than she is as yet in the 
far East. In each of these projects she 
is opposed by England, and in the latter 
substantially by England alone. All Eu- 
rope, on the other hand, excepting 
France, would be arrayed against an at- 
tempt by Russia to seize Constantinople, 
and France would not be arrayed against 
it only because France cannot afford to 
quarrel with her only friend on any 
ground whatever. 

If national policies were governed by 
national interests, the course of Russia 
would be obvious enough. England can 
help her to what she wants, and France 
cannot. In the case of Constantinople 
there are just now especial reasons why 
England should help her. The condition 
of Armenia and of the Armenians in 
Turkey is a world-wide nuisance and 
scandal. In no other European country 
is it felt and resented so deeply as in 
England, and yet England, so far as her 
single interference goes, is paralyzed by 
the apprehension of bringing on a general 
European war. Russia is the only power 
which has the means of abating the 
nuisance and ending the scandal, of pro- 
tecting the Armenians and chastising 
the Turk. An agreement to do these 
things would disarm a great part of the 
popular opposition in England even to 
such a recompense for the service as a 
protectorate of Constantinople. Austria 
and England would require to be pla- | 
cated politically. As to Austria, a con- 
siderable extension of her power in Hast- 
ern Europe might be accepted as her 
compensation for the Russtan possession 
of Constantinople. If Austria were satis- 
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England, for her share, might demand 
that her protectorate over Egypt should 
be confirmed. With regard to this Rus- 
sia has no interest at all, while the inter- 
est of Italy, another member of the Drei- 
bund, is already engaged on the English 
side. Such an arrangement France 
would violently oppose, partly upon 
grounds of interest, much more on 
grounds of sentiment. But if such an 
arrangement suited Russia, and if the 
help of England ‘could be secured in 
Turkey and in the far East, why should 
not France be sacrificed? 

That is an obvious question of politics, 
that is to say, of business. It is quite 
possible that it has been considered at 
Balmoral, and more than possible that it 
will be considered at Paris. In truth a 
Russo-French alliance is an unnatural 
thing. A republic and a despot are un- 
equally yoked together, and the Socialist 
fulminations against the Czar in Paris 
represent the republican sentiment. Even 
at Cronstadt the Czar’s father declined 
to recognize ‘‘ the republic,’’ even at the 
cost of marring the harmony of the occa- 
sion. Though England is as much gov- 
erned by public opinion as France, it has 
an anointed monarch with whom the 
Czar must find it much easier to get on 
than with an elective President. The 
sentiments of a Czar seem to coincide 
with the interests of Russia in urging a 
change of alliances. At any rate, the 
Czar’s journey is not likely to leave the 
European situation as it was when the 
journey was undertaken. 








THE MILK SUPPLY. 

The inspection of the milch cows which 
are kept within the city limits discloses 
a large percentage of tuberbculous ani- 
mals. The tuberculin test has been ap- 
plied thus far to 308 cows, and 52 of 
these, eor nearly 17 per cent., have been 
found to be diseased. In one herd of 34 
cows, the milk from which was sold to 
about 200 families, 11 were shown to be 
““consumptives ”; in another herd of 12 
there were 8 “ consumptives,”. and the 
milk had been sold to 125 customers in 
the northern part of the city. 

In Massachusetts, up to the end of 
last year, the tuberculin test had been 
applied to 26,958 cows, and 4,389 of 
these, or about 16 per cent., had been 
condemned. We notice that one dealer, 
who has bought in the vicinity of this 
city cows which were condemned after- 
ward by the Board of Health, says that 
he will buy hereafter for the New-York 
market only in the West. But if he 
buys cows there he may be not less un- 
fortunate than he has been in the East, 
for in some parts of the West the per- 
centage of tuberculous cows is very 
large. The State Veterinarian of Llinois 
has reported that, in his opinion, 50 per 
cent. of the cows in the famous Elgin 
dairy district are ‘‘consumptives,.’’ In 
only a few places in the West has any 
attempt to eradicate the disease been 
made. 

This is good work which our Board of 
Health is doing. The board’s aim is to 
protect consumers of milk. The work 
done within the city limits suggests, 
however, the expediency of preventing the 
sale here of milk taken from tuberculous 
dairy herds in places beyond the board’s 
jurisdiction. Only a small part of the 
milk consumed in New-York is obtained 
from herds kept in the city itself, and 
it is probable that the percentage of tu- 
berculous cows is as large in the outside 
“milk district” as it is in the district 
where the board is applying the test. The 
time is coming when milk from all dairy 
herds which are not free from infectious 
disease will be excluded from this city 
and Brooklyn. 








Ex-Gov. CAMPBELL of Ohio thinks that 
McKINLEY’s election ‘“‘ could be predicted 
with more certainty” but for the blunders 
which he and his managers make in put- 
ting the tariff forward as an issue, and 
he finds much fault with their repelling 
Democratic votes in this way. This 
plainly implies that Mr. CAMPBELL 
thinks that McKINLEY’s prospect of 
election would be better if he and his 
managers would stick to the sound- 
money issue alone, and that for his part 
he wishes they would do it and make it 
easier for Democrats to vote the Repub- 
lican ticket. And yet he says, “I will 
vote for the regular candidates of the 
Democratic Party.”’ He does not need to 
do that because he cannot stand Mc- 
KINLEY’s tariff talk. There is a genuine 
Democratic ticket on a genuine Demo- 
cratic platform for those who find it 
“very hard,” or “ perhaps impossible,” 
to vote the Republican ticket. 








The experiment of an electric motor 
on the elevated roads which was tried 
yesterday may turn out to be of con- 
siderable importance to the people of 
New-York. It may result ‘in giving them 
better and swifter and more comfortable 
transit than they have had before. Of 
course, that is not why the managers of 
the road are trying it. They have never 
shown the least solicitude for the com- 
fort or convenience of the public. The 
public has had some revenge in taking 
to the cable roads in such: number that 
the elevated roads have suffered a seri- 
ous loss of patronage. It is now possi- 
ble, thanks to the cables, to travel by 
the elevated roads with much more com- 
fort and decency than when they were 
overcrowded as the managers would like 
to overcrowd them again. Something 
must be dune to get back the lost reve- 
nue, Perhaps the new motor may do 
something in that way, though the pre- 
vious experiments have not been encour- 
aging. 








Philadelphia feels better. After suffer- 
ing two defeats at the hands of the 
Australian cricketers, the Philadelphians 
have avenged themselves by giving their 
guests a very handsome beating, They 
seem quite to have mastered the bowl- 
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fited them. Although they lost the rub- 
ber, it is a consolation to have beaten 
such a team as that of Australia by an 
innings and 60 runs to boot. Indeed, 
this is probably the most brilliant per- 
formance at cricket that Philadelphia 
has ever accomplished. There is still, 
however, the sting of Canadian defeat, 
when an unregarded bowler came down 
from the Dominion, like a cricketing Da- 
vid, and smote the wickets of the Phila- 
delphian Goliaths with such fatal pre- 
cision. Not until Laine has been “hit 
all over the place” will Philadelphia be 
really happy. 








Gov. MATTHEWs of Indiana is stumping 
that State for BRYAN and repeating such 
rubbish as this:

The suggestion that France take the 
general supervision of the Sultan and 
the occupation of Constantinople is not a 
new one, but was made just after the 
massacres last Winter. England would 
searcely enjoy it, but could hardly object. 
The strongest objection would come from 
Germany. Still, even there it is probably 
becoming evident that something must 
be done, or the Turkish Empire will fall 
to pieces by its own weight and inability 
to hold together. France can, at least 
for the present, do the work with less 
danger of arousing the prejudice of the 
other powers, and will have less tempta- 
tion to make her occupation permanent. 
The suggestion of an Armenian zone is 
simply absurd. The experiment has been 
tried elsewhere, and has always failed, 
and in Turkey, with a people native to the 
soil, it could not have the faintest chance 
of success. Any such plan, however, 
must be looked upon as purely tempo- 
rary, a makeshift to tide the Armenians 
over until the final division of the empire 
can be made. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 





—Two things will tend to decrease the 
vote cast at the State election in Florida 
to-day, these being the required prepay- 
ment of a poll tax and an educational quali- 
fication, now for the first time demanded of 
voters. The Jacksonville Times-Union be- 
lieves that these will cut off four-fifths of 
the negro vote. The Republican Party en- 
ters the contest with a full State ticket for 
the first time since 1888. In that year the 
party polled 26,657 votes out of a total of 
nearly 67,000. The negro population of 
voting age that year was about 40 per cent. 
greater than the Republican vote, and the 
white population of voting age was about 
40 per cent. larger than the Democratic 
vote. The Times-Union adds: ‘‘ The vote 
in this State has been irregularly growing 
smaller since 1888, when it reached a maxi- 
mum of 66,661. In 1894 it was little more 
than one-third as great. The vote Tuesday 
will probably be nearly, but not quite, as 
large as in 1888, and the Democratic plu- 
rality 50 per cent. greater.’”’ 





—The Jacksonville (Fla.) Times-Union 
has been moved to righteous wrath by an 
assertion printed in a Northern paper to 
the effect that the farmers of the cotton 
territory of the South are obliged, by nat- 
ural conditions, to grow cotton and noth- 
ing else, and that they are in a condition 
of serfdom to the country merchants, who 
hold them in the bondage of perpetual 
debt, and it retorts with this: ‘‘ The North 
does not produce a single crop that cannot 
be grown in the South, and not one that is 
not to a greater or less extent grown. The 
South produces cotton, cane, rice, and other 
crops not grown at the North. Southern 
peaches and melons are shipped North in 
large quantities every year. Farmers at 
the North owe dollars where Southern 
farmers owe dimes.” 





—State Mine Inspector H1LuHovsE of Ala- 
bama visited the Ohio State Penitentiary in 
Columbus the other day and was especially 
struck with the good quality of the food 
supplied to the convicts. The Mobile Reg- 
ister says he seems to think Ohio is con- 
ducting a sort ef fashionable boarding house 
for criminals, which if introduced in Ala- 
bama would become exceedingly popular. 
He is quoted as saying the food is better 
than the lower class of working men and 
women in Alabama are able to obtain. The 
Register adds: ‘It is possible the Ohio con- 
cern is run upon the philanthropic plan of 
making time pass pleasantly for the fortu- 
nate prisoners. All we can say is that time 
does not always pass pleasantly for people 
who are out at work in Alabama.” 





—rThe Superior Criminal Court of Massa- 
chusetts has decided that what is known as 
the Irish flag ig not the flag of an inde- 
pendent nation, and consequently does not 
come within the prohibition of the laws of 
the State which forbids the display of such 
on public buildings. The case grew out of 
the act of a contractor who on the Fourth 
of July last placed an IriSh flag on stag- 
ing attached to a school building he was 
erecting in Lawrence. Judge HoOPpxKINS 
ruled: “Ireland is not a foreign country 
within the meaning of the statutes. I must, 
therefore, sustain the motion to quash.”’ So 
the Irish fing can float anywhere in Massa- 
chusetts without interference by an officer 
of the law. 





—Twenty millions of dollars or more 
were expended in the vain effort to make 
the boom town of Middleborough, Ky., the 
Sheffield of America. To-day, according to 
a correspondent of The Chicago Record, it 
shows ecely any sign of life, and many 
of its business houses are closed, witn 
boards across their windows and doors. 
Cumberland Avenue, where lots once sold 
at $500 a front foot, is grass grown, and 
weeds four feet high choke the track of 
the street railway. Iron and steel works 
that cost over $1,000,000 are rusting, and 
predatory rats alone inhabit a big hotel 
that was crowded with prodigal guests a 
few years ago. 





—lIt seems hardly creditable to the police 
and detective forces of Southern, Western, 
and Eastern cities that pickpockets should 
have made so many successful raids on the 
crowds that assembled to hear and see Mr, 
BRYAN, and that so few arrests were made, 
It has repeatedly been asserted that they 





traveled on the trains with Mr. Brran, and 





he frequently called the attention of the 
crowds and the officers to their presence 
among those assembled at the stations, but 
if any arrests and convictions followed the 
fact has not been made noticeable.

CHEERS FOR MISS CAYVAN 





THE CHARMING ACTRESS WARM: 
LY ENCOURAGED AT PALMER’S. 


Her Acting in “Mary Pennington, 
Gillette’s War 
“Secret Service,” at the 
Garrick Theatre—The Iniquitous 
Barrison Sisters at Koster & Bial’s 
—New Bill at Olympia Music Hall 
—Various Other Changes.

When Georgia Cayvan appeared on thé 
Stage at Palmer’s Theatre last evening she 
wore a close-fitting gown of tan-colored 
watered bengaline, and she entered a room 
in an old English homestead which had 


been redecorated in the Empire style, but 
from which the old-fashioned blue-tiled 
mantelpiece and fire place had not been re: 
moved. The contrast of the blue tiling 
with the sage-green walls and curtains of 
the room was striking and distinctly new, 
but not at all disagreeable. It was a most 
inviting interior, with its comfortable fur~ 
niture and its big window seat, full of lux- 
urious silk cushions, in just the right shades, 
upon which the roses seen through the big 
window panes seemed to beam approvingly, 

Miss Cayvan looked her best, and, to fall 
into contemporary phraseology, was “in 
good form.” She had a capital ‘‘en- 
trance,” technically speaking, and she met 
such a reception from the audience which 
filled every seat in the theatre as to settla 
any lingering doubts she may have enters 
tained about the feeling of the New-York 
Playgoers for her. No other American 
actress of her time has been more popular, 
and her popularity has not waned in her 
absence from our stage. A corner of the 
lobby was filled with flowers sent to her by 
genuine friends, No devices of shrewd man- 
agement were needed to make her “ first 
night”? notable. A finer audience, quite 
apart from its size, has never been called 
together by a theatrical event in New-York. 
The big palms at the doorway, and on 
either side of the proscenium arch, were not 
needed to signify triumph, so far as Georgia 
Cayvan, personally and artistically, was © 
concerned, ee 

Miss Cayvan has begun her new venture, 
in which she figures as director and prin- 
cipal actor, with a four-act comedy written 
in fluent English by William R. Walkes, 
a British dramatist of some experience and 
some promise. The play has been acted 
once in London, at a trial matinée, a few 
times in English provincial cities, and lately 
Miss Cayvan has been “getting it into 
Shape” on the New-England circuit. 

It is shapely enough now, and its ‘chief 
fault is the lack of a plain, easily understood 
dramatic motive. Its characterization is 
all fairly good, its dialogue graceful and 
easy, and its essence clearly ironical, rathen 
than sentimental, 

Mary Pennington, rich, young, a universi< 
ty girl, owns large paper mills, and hag 
taken in, for their better management, a 
male partner, a young gentleman whom she 
esteems highly. Their relations lead ta 
slander. Mary is a modern woman. She 
knows things she has learned from books. 
She befieves in the emancipation of her sex, 
But she is not unaware: of the blighting 
effects of slander. So, in a businesslike 
way, she proposes to her partner that their 
betrothal shall be announced, and that ina 
year, if they both find the prospect con- 
genial, they shall be married. As her 
partner loves her passionately, he accepts 
her proposition. 

But no sooner has Mary become engaged 
than she learns that she is very much in 
love with Mr. Armstrong, and begins te 
see that, after all, she is only a woman, 
Then a jealous woman has influence upon 
her, poisons her mind against Armstrong, — 
awakens jealousy in her own breast, and 
causes her to break her engagement and 
send Armstrong away—at a critical mo- 
ment, too, for a strike is on, caused by 
Mary’s determination to elevate her sex 
and give women employment in the mills 
at men’s wages. In the end, love tri- 
umphs, and though the century-old firm of 
Pennington Brothers goes down to disaster, 
Mary forms a new partnership, in which, 
as she says, Armstrong is the senior. 

A taking sub-plot concerns the wooing of 
a college-bred miss by a golf-playing cub, 
who does not know logic from logarithms 
and cannot remember who defended the pass 
at Thermopylae against Xerxes. This ig all 
exceedingly pleasant fooling, and, indeed, 
the whole play is agreeable and novel, but 
it ladks any throbbing “heart interest,’? 
and is all so délicate and subtle—except in 
one or two inept scenes—that it requires the 
best possible treatment. 

_ This it receives from Miss Cayvan, wha 
plays her part with the nicest discretion, 
giving the right expression to the finest 
shades of meaning in her speech, revealing 


plastic grace and a sound knowledge ot 
picturesque effect in.all her seemingly un- 


studied poses, and denoting clearly all the 
humor and sentiment of her rdéle, ut Miss 
Sutherland, as the jealous widow, is al- 


ways out of the picture, her personal man- 
ner, her movements, and the tones of her 
voice depriving a somewhat conventional 
but sufficiently reasonable réle of much of 
its proper effect, while Mr. Atherley, the 
“leading man,” is neither handsome nor an 
interesting actor. 

He might better change parts with Orrin 
Johnson, who can at least represent a sen- 
timental figure acceptably to the eye, and 
is altogether off the key set by Miss Jerrold 
in the purely comic scenes. Miss Jerrold as 
the young university girl is piquant and 
charming, while George Woodward, always 
a sound actor, is most serviceable in his 
role of deus ex machina. The setting all 
reflects creditably on Miss Cayvan’s good 
taste:

Real Melodrama, with Thrills for 


Others than Gallery Gods. 


Plays by Mr. William Gillette usually sue. 
ceed, and, so far as memory serves, have 
always deserved fully as much of success 
as they attained. ‘“‘Secret Service,” the 
play presented by him at the Garrick The- 
atre last evening, certainly is worthy of 
high approval, but that the approval will 
take the form of persistent public patron- 
age, in other words, of a “Jong run,” is 
just a little doubtful. Whether it does or 
not, the fact will remain that “‘ Secret Serv- 
ice’’ is possessed of artistic merits of a very 
high order, and that the concessions which 
its author has made to the childish taste 
of the habitual supporter of melodrama are 
few in number and easily pardonable. 

The piece is a melodrama, obviously 
enough, but its appeals to the emotions are 
made with a delicacy that is infinitely re- 


freshing after the . sledge-hammer blows 
upon sense and sensibility that have come 
to be associated with that entirely re- 
spectable department of dramatic writing. 
In this story of love and war Mr. Gillette 
has dared to leave something to the imag- 
ination and intelligence of his auditors. 
Dialogue and action are both elliptical in 
much the same way that Mr. Gilletie’s 
acting is often elliptical. Even in sever&l 
of his most important scenes he has sug- ~ 
gested rather than explained, and it fs 
possible that not all of his hints will do 
the service expected of them, He has cer- 
tainly shown a dangerous degree of con- 
fidence in the public’s quickness of ap- 
pranennione and herein lies the play’s only 
mportant weakness.

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RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY AN 
ANTI-TURKISH MEETING. 


— 





Sir William Vernon-Harcourt Makes a 
Long Address—The Policy of Eng- 
land Regarding Turkey Has 
Failed, He Says—She Should Now 
Co-operate with Russia in the East 
—Impossible for Her to Take Ac- 
tion Against Turkey Alone. 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—Sir William Vernon- 
Harcourt, the leader of the Opposition in 
the House of Commons, to-night attended 
an anf@-Sultan meeting at Ebb Vale, Mon- 
mouthshire, A resolution was submitted 


and adopted calling upon the Government 
to do everything possible to protect the 
Armenians. 

In supporting the resolution, Sir William 
said he rejoiced at the anti-Sultan outburst 
in England. Experience, he added, had 
proved that the policy of Great Britain in 
| defending the integrity of Turkey and pre- 
venting the intervention of Russia had 
failed. Great Britain ought in the future 
to co-operate with Russia in the Bast, 
treating her as an Asiatic neighbor, and 
not as an enemy. The first step in this di- 
rection ought to be a formal renunciation 
of the Cyprus convention, by which in re- 
turn for support of the Turks the latter 
ceded the Island of Cyprus to Great Britain. 

Sir William declared that he was pro- 
foundly convinced that it was utterly im- 
possible for Great Britain effectually to 
operate alone against Turkey. He did not 
admire Great Britain’s ‘‘ splendid isolation,” 
which, he said, resulted from humiliating 
impotence, He preferred to cultivate the 
friendship of other powers in a cordial, 
neighborly spirit. The British were over- 
much disposed to regard an advantage to 
other nations as their own loss. They went 
through a _ succession of international 
scares and suspicious dislikes, which were 
senseless and baseless, These left scars of 
international distrust and hatred. It was 
high time they adopted a more amiable 
temper. They were always claiming a dis- 
interested desire to act in the cause of 
humanity and civilization. Why not give 
others credit for the same desire? 

Sir William concluded by saying that he 
did not want Great Britain to enter into 
formal treaties of alliance with the other 
great powers, but did desire that she have 
an entente cordiale with all of them, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 5.—During the 
recent massacre of Hasakery, the American 
Mission at that place was pillaged in the 
absence of the missionaries. The latter 
have now handed to the American Legation 
here a claim for $2,000 indemnity. United 
States Minister Terrell is doing his best to 
collect it from ‘the Porte, but doubts his 
success in doing so. 

Karatheodori Pasha, formerly Governor of 
Crete, and the Turkish plenipotentiary at 
the Berlin Congress of 1878, has been dap- 
pointed First Translator to the Sultan, and 
it is understood that hereafter he will 
direct the foreign politics of the Turkish 
Empire. 

In its issue to-morrow The Chronicle will 
claim to have a high authority for the 
statement, although the paper does not 
vouch for its correctness, that Lord Salis- 
bury, during his visit to Balmoral, ar- 
rived at an entente with the Czar that will 
possibly lead to the deposition of the Sultan 
of Turkey. Lord Salisbury, the statement 
adds, found the Czar highly sympathetic, 
but he feared that decisive action would 
provoke a massacre of the Christians in 
Constantinople. Lord Salisbury removed 
the Czar’s fears of this result, and his 
Majesty now concurs in the desire to inter- 
vene. The deposition of the Sultan would 
not be necessary immediately, but it 
would be the final outcome of the diplomat- 
ic preliminaries. 





A CUBAN LEADER KILLED. 


The Career of Gen, Serafin Sanchez, 
Who Fell in an Engagement. 


The report has been received that Gen. 
Serafin Sanchez, an insurgent Cuban leader, 
was killed in an engagement at the Re- 
serve Plantation, Province of Matanzas. 

The report about the death of Gen. San- 
chez was not believed yesterday at the 
headquarters of the Cuban Junta, at 56 New 
Street. Sefior Palma said that Gen. San- 
chez was not in active command, but was 
doing duty as Inspector of the army. The 
last information received from him was 
from Las Villas, fully a hundred miles from 
the place at which he was reported to have 
fallen, 

Gen. Sanchez has been known as one of 
the bravest of Cuban patriots. He was born 
in 1846, at Sancti Spiritus, in the Province 
of Santa Clara. He first became identified 


with the insurgents in 1868, when he served 
under Gen. Honorato del Castello and An- 
gel del Castello. He was made Major in 
1874, and the following year he was placed 
in command of a regiment as Lieutenant 
Colonel, and in 1876 he was made a full 
Colonel under Gen. Roloff. When the re- 
bellion ended, he was allowed to leave Cuba 
and he went to San Domingo, and afterwar 
to Key West, where he lived with his fam- 
ily. When the present insurrection broke 
out, he made two unsuccessful attempts to 
land. Finally, in June, 1895, he succeeded. 
He was made a General. Recently he 
crossed the trocha from Pinar del Rio. 


Rierson Says He Isn’t a Filibuster. 


The ocean-going naphtha launch Richard 
K. Fox, which was reported to have left 
Atlantic City, N. J., in a mysterious way 
on Friday morning, and was believed to 
have taken a party of filibusters off shore 
to board the Laurada, is lying at Bechtel’s 
docks, Stapleton, 8S.

City. She is owned by Capt. Frederick 
Rierson, a Sandy Hook pilot. Capt. Rierson 
denies that the Fox took off either men or 
munitions for the filibustering steamer. 


Death for Rebellion in Cuba. 


HAVANA, Oct. 5.—The rebel leader Nes- 
tor Santiesteban has been shot at Holguin 
for the crime of rebellion. Another insur- 


gent leader, Antonio Hernandez Alvarez, 
has been sentenced to death by a court- 
martial at Matanzas. 





An English Statesman Dead. 


LONDON, Oct. 65.—Mr. Henry Byron 
Reed, Conservative member of the House 
of Commons for the Eastern Division of 
Bradford, is dead. He was forty-one years 
old. , 


Mr. Reed was a Justice of the Peace for 
Darlington. He was Chairman of the Na- 
tional Union of Conservative Associations 
at the Birmingham Conference in 1891, and 
was very active in politics. He was regarded 
as one of the most promiment of the lay 
workers for the Hstablished Church, and 
was well known as a lecturer on urch 
subjects throughout England and Wales. 
He supported temperance reforms, but not 
local vetoes. 





The Hungarian Diet Closed. 


BUDA-PESTH, Oct. 5.—The session of the 
Hungarian Diet was brought to a close to- 
day. In the Crown speech, which was read 
to the Deputies, Emperor Francis’ Joseph, 
King of Hungary, declared that the country

MR. HARRISON IN RICHMOND. 





The ex-President Talks Polities to an 
Audience of 5,000 Persons, 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 5.—Ex-President 
Harrison addressed about 5,000 persons here 
to-night at the Auditorium Building on the 
Exposition Grounds. About half his 
audience were colored people, In his intro- 
ductory remarks Mr. Harrison said: 

“Virginia is not the enemy’s country to 
me. It is my ancestral home, and its citi- 
zens are my fellow-citizens. I do believe 
that Virginia has as large a number of 
great and good men under the ground as 
any other State in the Union. But I have 
never said that you have not quite as 
many good men above ground as any other 
State. 

“There was a time when the North and 
South were arrayed against each other. 
That time is to us now only a memory, 
we are again one united, loyal people. This 
great State, and all those States that par- 
ticipated in the civil war, have renewed 
their allegiance to the flag and to the Con- 
stitution, and Virgina stands to-day, I be- 
lieve, as firmly and unitedly for their de- 
fence as any State in the Federal Union. 

“If it should ever be the sad fate of this 
country to be again involved in war, if any 
foreign power tramples upon that flag, or 
invades our shores, Indiana and Virginia 
will charge together against the enemy, 
and then what shall stay that onslaught? 
The memory of Gettysburg and Appoma- 
tox will make it impossible for a regiment 
of either State to stop outside of the breast- 
works of the enemy. 

The rest of Mr. Harrison’s speech was de- 
voted to a discussion of the campaign is- 
sues. He spoke in a quiet, impressive way. 
His audience manifested its approval by 
frequent bursts of applause. 

Gen. Harrison’s reception here was ex- 
tremely cordial. Mrs. Harrison also was 
well received, a special effort being made 
by Richmond women to make her visit here 
a@ pleasant one. 

While Mr. Harrison was speaking the 
electric lights in the hall went out, as they 
did when Mr. Bryan spoke in the same place 
recently. For about five minutes the build- 
ing was in total darkness, Mr. Harrison 
remarked that ‘‘Our party does not need 
so much light as that of our opponents.”

Chairman Bynum Tells What Is Being 
Done—Speakers Already Active in 
the West—German Orators for 
Ohio and Indiana—The Battle 
Ground in the States of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley—The East Must 
Help the West in the Contest.

Martin of Iowa is in charge of the speak- 
ers’ bureau, and is rapidly securing a corps 
of campaign speakers, who will be put to 
work in all the agoubtful States. Already Mr, 
Irish of California and Mr. Everett of 
Massachusetts are making speeches daily. 
When I left Chicago on Saturday, he had 
just secured two German speakers to speak 
in Ohio and Indiana. Mr. Frenzel, our 
Treasurer and Secretary, and ex-Mayor 
Hopkins of Chicago are directing the work 
during my absence. We recognize that 
we have an immense work to accomplish 
in a short space of time, and therefore must 
move as rapidly as possible. 


Sound-Money Sentiment Growing. 


“The sound-money sentiment in the West 
is growing. The organization of the sound- 
money Democracy and the nomination of 
Palmer and Buckner have given them an 
affirmative issue, and the movement is be- 
coming stronger every day. The battle 
ground is in the States in the Mississippi 
Valley, and the triumph of the principles 
of sound money depends upon the strength 
of our movement in that section.

A PAPER A HUNDRED YEARS OLD 


And It Still Keeps a Typographical 
Error in Its Headline, 


NEWARK, Oct. 5.—The “Centinel of 
Freedom,” which is the weekly edition of 
The Daily Advertiser of this city, is 100 
years old to-day, having been first issued on 
Oct. 5, 1796. It has had dozens of owners 
and many hard knocks, but it has weath- 
ered them all, and now enjoys a fair circu- 
lation in its old age. 

In 1823 the proprietor had a new head 
made for the paper, and the best the 
engraver could do in spelling Sentinel was 
to begin with the letter C. In an editorial 
the editor called attention to the error, 
just to let the readers know that he was 
aware of the mistake, but the head was used 
right along, and is still a feature of the 
paper. On the editorial page there was an 
announcement printed about sixty years ago 
to the effect that ‘we have added to the 
office a new patent iron press, called the 
Washington printing press, which cost_the 
sum of $230 in the maker’s shop.’”’ That 
editorial announcement is still on the-page, 
and has been there every day since.

SUFFERING IN FLORIDA. 


The Death List and Property Losses 
by the Storm Increasing. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 5.—Every 
report in regard to the storm increases the 
death list and the estimation of the prop- 
erty loss. The condition of the people in 
the storm district is appalling, and there 
is urgent need for aid to prevent starva- 
tion. The County Commissioners of 
Baker County have sent an appeal to the 


Governor, in which they say: 

“The people are in destitute circum- 
stances, without shelter to cover their 
heads, without food to appease their 
hunger, and a great many are without a 
change of clothing. We would suggest 
to your Excellency that an earnest eall to 


uninjured counties to come to our aid, or 
if necessary, a call for an extra session of 
the Legislature, would be of great moment. 
But one gin house stands in the county, 
every church and school house is destroyed 
and the merchants, who are heavy losers, 
are unable to contribute to the distressed. 
Most all of the farmers in the county have 
lost their cotton crops, just housed and 
ready for market, and as a consequence 
are unable to pay the merchants for ad- 
vances and fertilizers furnished, or even 
to purchase food for their suffering ones. 

Advices from remote points tell the same 
story.

A Boy Accused of Attempted Murder 
Makes His Escape. 


NEW-BRUNSWICK, Oct. 5.—Joseph For- 
cas, aged eighteen, and very ungrateful, 
is badly wanted by the police, and is being 
hotly hunted for. He was in jail awaiting 
trial on a charge of attempted murder, 
and yesterday made his escape. 

Two months ago the young man assault- 
ed John Herwessy of Sayreville so badly 
that for a time the man’s life was de- 
spaired of, but good attendance brought 
him around.

TRYING TO SAVE THE SENATE. 


Republicans Say that Is All the Dem- 


ocrats Hope for Now. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—A bulletin issued by 
the Republican National managers declares 
that “‘from now on the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee will in effect abandon the 
attempt to elect Mr. Bryan’”’ and ‘ devote 
the rest of the campaign to the election of 
Legislatures in States where United States 
Senators are to be chosen. 

“ Their plan,” the circular goes on to Say, 

“is to try to retain the free-silver control 
in the Senate by electing enough silver 
Senators to hold the balance of power, and 
prevent the passage of a tariff bill, unless 
a bill is also passed for at least the free 
coinage of the product of the American 
silver mines.”’ 
The bulletin declares further that ‘“ the 
Republican committee is fully aware of the 
plans of the Democratic committee in re- 
gard to the legislative fights in certain 
States, and is already prepared to defeat 
them in this regard, as has been done in 
the campaign to elect Mr. Bryan.”’ 





Big Judgment for a Collision, 


BOSTON, Oct. 5.—The case of the Met- 
ropolitan Steamship Company against the 
British and North Atlantic Navigation 
Company, which involved the question of 
the legal liability for the collision between 
the steamers H. M. Whitney and ©ttoman 
in the harbor in 1892, was finally ended to- 
day by the entering of a final decree in the 
United States District Court. The decree, 
which is in accordance with a mandate of 


the United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
orders the British and North Atlantic 
Navigation Company, which owns the Ot- 
toman, to pay $96,413, together with $1,543 
costs, to the Metropolitan Steamship Com- 
pany, which owned the Whitney.

A WARRANT FOR SCHULTZ. 


The Alleged Wife Murderer to be 
Taken Back to Shohola, Penn,

A WIRE'S LONG WAITING 


FOR TWO YEARS SHE HOPED FOR 
HER HUSBAND’S RETURN. 








The Disappearance from Brooklyn of 
James Brady, an Assistant Pay- 
master in the Navy, in 1894, Only 
Now Made Public—No Notice 
to the Police—Mrs. Brady Long 


4 Expected to Hear from Him—No 


Cause Known for His Absence. 


James Brady, an Assistant Paymaster in 
the United States Navy, disappeared from 
his home, in Brooklyn, one night in Novem- 
ber, 1894, and since that time nothing has 
ever been seen or heard of him by his wife 


and child, who reside at 193 Adams Street, 
Brooklyn. The disappearance is a mys- 
tery, and but for recent inquiries sent by 
Mrs. Brady to the Navy Department, might 
hever have been made public. 

Brady had been connected with the pay 
corps of the navy for nineteen years when 
he disappeared. At that time he was at- 
tached to the United States cruiser Charles- 
ton. The vessel was stationed in South 
American waters, and Brady came home 
on a leave of absence. One evening just 
previous to the time for him to return to 
his ship he went out, and has never re- 
turned. His wife and daughter, the latter 
then three years of age, have waited pa- 
tiently, but in vain, for nearly two years, 
hoping that he might return, or send them 
Some message, 


Inquiry at the Navy Department. 


A few weeks ago Mrs. Brady wrote to 
the Navy Department, inquiring about her 
missing husband. The reply did not come 
until last week. It was brief, and stated 
that James Brady was not in the navy at 
the. present time, and nothing had been 
known of him in that department since 
1894, when he was attachey to the cruiser 
Charleston. 

Mrs. Brady, when asked for her story by 
@ TIMEs reporter yesterday, was very much 
surprised to hear that knowledge of the 
Strange disappearance of her husband had 
been made public, and at once laid the 
blame upon the Navy Department. - 

“It was just two years ago this coming 
Wovember,”’ said Mrs. Brady last evening, 
“when Mr. Brady left his home. All I 
know is that he kissed me one night and 
fwent out, and I have never heard of him 
or from him since. He was home on leave 
of absence from his ship, and I believe 
when he left home he had considerable 
money and some jewelry, including a watch 
and chain. I thought for a long time he 
had returned to his ship, but I soon found 
that this was not true. I never told the 
Police, because I always'thought he would 
come back. It is too late now for the police 


to be able to discover any trace of him. 
My friends have often advised me to have 
detectives placed on the hunt for him, but 
my faith has been strong that he would 
come back some day, and I have never 
taken any steps to search for him for this 
feason. Poor man! He may be dead now.” 


No Reason to Go Away. 

' “ Have you ever suspected that he might 
have met with foul play?’ was asked. 

**Not until recently. It must be that 
Such is the case, however. He had no rea- 
son or cause that I have ever heard of for 
going away. His accounts were in perfect 
shape, I have since learned, with the Navy 


Department. We never had a quarrel dur- 
ing the years we were married, and he 
was in no trouble of any kind. He was 


away from home most of the time we were 
married, some times as long as a three 
years’ cruise. During all the time he was 
at sea I heard from him whenever it was 
possible for him to mail a letter, and he 
always kept me supplied with sufficient 
money. He was a man who took a drink 
in a social way, but was never addicted to 
the habit, nor did he ever neglect his work 
or family through drink. I am utterly at 
a loss to explain his disappearance.”’ 

“Did he leave any property or money?” 


“Not any. I only wish he had. Then 
I would not have to werk so hard to sup- 
port myself and child. But I can take 


care of myself without asking my relatives 
for any aid. I nope still that I may hear 
of him some day. He may be now in some 


foreign country or in some foreign navy, 
but if this is so it does seer as +f he would 
let me hear from him. There is no reason

TENANTS WERE IN A PANIC. 


Negroes and Italinns Frightened by a 
Fire in Baxter Street. 


A fire that started in the rear tenement at 
42 Baxter Street at 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning did not do much damage to prop- 
erty, but caused a great panic among the 
tenants. The police, however, managed to 
prevent the people from crushing each other 
in their frantic efforts to escape. 

The rear house, two stories high and 20 
by 30 feet, has lately been rebuilt of wood, 
and is inhabited by a score of Italians. The 
front house is a four-story tenement, used 
a@s a negro sailors’ boarding house. 

An Italian woman fiirst discovered smoke 
and a jet of flame coming from the cellar, 
and yelled ‘*“‘ Fire!’’ Policeman Drennan, 
after sending out an alarm, with several 
other policemen, hurried to the place to 
get out the tenants. The negroes, about 
twenty of them, came tumbling out of the 
rooms and blocked up the alleyway, and 
one of them puiled down his trunk. All 
sought to get out of the alley way together. 
Several were hurt before they would listen 
to the policemen’s advice. 

In the rear house the same panic prevailed 
among the Italians. Men and women 
Tushed out together. Several left thir 
children behind, but did not forget to catch 
up what packages and boxes they could. 
The police ran in and brought out what 
children had been left, and restored them 
to their mothers. The firemen easily ex- 
tinguished the fire. About $100 worth of 
Gamage was done.

CANNOT CONTROL BOULEVARD. 


Mr. Sectt Says Collis Can in No 


Way Restrict Trafiic. 


Gen. 


Corporation Counsel Scott yesterday noti- 
fied Gen. C. H. T. Collis, the Public Works 
Commissioner, that he had no power to re- 
strict or regulate the traffic over or upon 
the Western Boulevard or any other city 
street. 

In the opinion the Corporation Counsel 
also implies that the Board of Aldermen, 
before which several propositions are now 
pending affecting street traffic, has no 
power in the premises. 

The opinion practically kills all further 
effort to restrict trucks or other business 
vehicles from using certain of the streets, 
and also virtually kills all the resolutions 
now pending before the Board of Aldermen 
regulating the traffic in favor of the bicy- 
clists on the Western Boulevard and the 
Olcott resolution restricting trucks in Fifth 
Avenue from 3 o’clock in the afternoon un- 
til 7 P. M. 

The Corporation Counsel holds that all 
the streets and avenues and roads in this 
city are public highways, and as such one 
set of trucks or wagons cannot be excluded 
from the use of any street or avenue. 





FOR A SINGLE HEAD. 


President Rocsevelt and Two of His 


Colleagues in Its Favor. 


President Roosevelt of the Police Depart- 
ment was asked yesterday about a pub- 
lished statement that Thomas C. Platt had 
expressed himself as opposed to a single- 
headed Police Commission, and had said that 
the charter of the Greater New-York would 
perpetuate the present system of four Com- 
missioners, but with different men in the 
commission. 

“T have always advocated a single head 
to this department,” said Mr. Roosevelt, 
‘“‘and at least two of my colleagues are 
of the same opinion. In the annual report 
of the Commissioners, which will be made to 
the Mayor in January next, we shall take 


strong ground in favor of a single Commis- 
sioner. But this Commissioner should have 
full power to appoint and dismiss, to pro- 
mote and to transfer any and every member 
of the department. If you give him this 
power you can hold him responsible. If, 
however, any politician, or set of politicians, 
contemplate to legislate out the present 
Board of Police for the purpose of securing 
a political advantage, they are making a 
great mistake.”’

ARREST OF A JURYMAN. 





Indicted for Grand Larceny—Juror in 


a Petty Larceny Trial. 


The remarkable spectacle of a man on 
trial for larceny while a detective waited 
in the court room to arrest one of the 
jurors on a charge of grand larcény was 
presented in the Court of General Sessions 
yesterday. 

Paul Johnson, a colored man, was on 
trial, charged with having assisted Mary 
Williams, also colored, to rob a man’s 
trunk. District Attorney Townsend had 
induced Mary Williams to confess. John- 
son, however, denied his guilt, and Col. 
Townsend had about decided to have the 
case adjourned, in order to produce more 
testimony, when Detective Cuff whispered 
to him that he had a warrant for William 
H. Clough, one of the jurors. The Colonel 
saw at once that if the juror were arrested 
on the adjournment of the- case Johnson 
could not be convicted, so he decided to let 
the case go to the jury. The result was 
that Johnson was acquitted. 

Just as Juror Clough was about to leave 
the court Detective Cuff placed him under 
arrest on a charge of grand larceny by 
obtaining money under false pretenses. He 
was later taken to the Tombs in default 
of $2,500 bail. Clough is a real estate 
dealer at 239 Broadway. According to 
Assistant District attcrney Battle, he was 
connected with the Lloyds insurance frauds 
and the bogus bail bond transactions that 
came to light last Winter. Clough, in 
the transaction which caused his arrest, 
worked in concert with Perrin H. Sum- 
ner, who has been arrested for forgery 


and for insurance fraué@s, and who has a 
remarkable penchant for identifying the 
dead bodies of persons he never saw or 
heard of while they were alive. 

Some time in June last Sumner, it is 
alleged, represented to a man who resides 
in New-Jersey that he had a great scheme 
to make several thowsand dollars. He 
knew of the tract of land in South Jersey 
that was worth $20,000. He knew also 
that a real estate dealer named Clough, in 
New-York, was desirous of purchasing the 
property and would give $15,000 for it. 
He was certain that the Jerseyman could 
buy this land for $8,000 by paying him, as 
agent, $1,200, and could then sell it to 
Clough. The Jerseyman saw Clough and 
learned that he was willing to pay $15,000 
for the land. The Jerseyman paid Sum- 
ner the $1,200, but then Mr. Clough would 
not buy. When Mr. Sumner insisted upon 
the Jerseyman paying up the remainder 
of the $8,000, the victim laid the matter 
before the Grand Jury and both men were 
indicted. Sumner was arrested last week. 





STUDENTS IN ART CLASSES. 


Opening of the Work at the National 
Academy of Design. 


The Art School of the National Academy 
of Design, at Twenty-third Street and 
Fourth Avenue, was opened last night with 
an entrance class of 120 students. 

A meeting of the School Committee was 
held to pass on the work of the applicants 
for admission, and the classes will be in- 
creased when its decisions are made known. 
The committee proposed to increase the 
working capacity of the school, and proba- 
bly light rooms will be rented outside the 
academy for the life classes. 

Among the new prizes offered for the 
year are: The Suydam and Elliott medals, 


in silver and bronze, for the best drawing 
in the life and antique schools; the Cannon 
money prize of $120, for the best oil paint- 
ing from the nude in the life class, and the 
Haligarten money prizes of $100, $50, 540, 
and $20, for painting and composition 
classes. 


Cooper Union Art Classes, 


The Art Department of the Cooper Union 
Free Night Schools was opened last even- 
ing, and more than 1,400 students were en- 
rolled and entered. The students are to at- 
tend two nights a week, between the hours 


of 7:30 and 9.30. There are eleven clusses 
in drawing and one in decorative designing 
and modeling in clay.. Hundreds of ap- 
plications for admittance were refused. 





Meant to Fine Bindernagle $500. 


Judge Hudspeth was greatly astonished 
yesterday when his attention was called to 
the fact that he had not fined Philip Bin- 
dernagle of Little Monte Carlo, when he 
sentenced him to State prison for one 
year.

The “ excitement of city life’? has become 
an accepted term, but really for thrilling 
experiences there is nothing like the daily 
life of the commuter in the home of his 
choice and on his way to business.

At the 
close of the first course in music, I ex- 
pect the students to understand a fugue, 
what it is, its history, and why it arose. 
“They will understand that it is simply a 
species of language which the composer 
makes a medium for the expression of his 
thoughts.”

Mrs. John F. Zebley, who attracted some 
little attention recently in having a brutal 
expressman arrested for beating his horse, 
is well known at the rooms of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
She is one of the some 200 women members 
of the society who do a great deal of good 
work for its cause. Besides, the society 


counts among its friends women who, 
while not regularly connected, still help in 
many ways. The moral courage of some 
of these women shown in stopping a man 
in an act of cruelty, even when it brings 
them a great deal of unpleasant notoriety, 
is worthy of praise. They are women who 
object to publicity, and it is seldom their 
names are mentioned in the papers. But 
their actions often bring them the street 
attention so easy to obtain in New-York, 
and the equally disagreeable approving or 
disapproving remarks of the crowd. Wo- 
men often step up quietly and thank a 
woman member of the society for humane 
acts of this kind, saying that they would 
have done the same thing if they had 
dared. 

“Mrs. Zebley would not have had that 
man arrested if he had stopped ill treating 
his horse,” said the Superintendent of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ant- 
mals, speaking of the case. ‘‘He not only 
kept on with his abuse, but was rude to 
her. If a man promises to do better, she 
is more likely to let him go, and give him 
a couple of dollars to help care for his 
horse. That is the kind of woman she is.”

Mr. Snyder will inspect the available build- 
ings and report at another meeting of the

Proceedings to obtain judgments aggre- 
gating $191,808 against the city were begun 
yesterday. The claims are made by per- 
sons whose property has been taken for 
school sites, but for which they cannot get 
their money, because the city cannot or 
does not sell its stocks and bonds. There 
are nine claimants, and the property that 
they owned is in various parts of the city.

THE JOINT STANDARD AS IT AP- 
PEARS TO THF JUSTICE. 





Gold Is an Appreciating Money Metal, 
He Says, and Consequently the 
Country Has for Years Done Busi- 
mess on a Falling Market—Mint 
Parity, He Avers, Makes Market 
Patity—His Answer to “‘ Repudia- 
tion.” 

Justice W. J. Gaynor, in reply to the 


request of a friend, has written the sub- 
joined letter: 


Brooklyn, Oct. 3, 18096. 
Dear Mr. MacRae: 
’ Your suggestion that I should restate 
the metallic money question, for use in 


pamphlet, upon the line of my views al- 
ready expressed in part, calls for a more 
or Jess permanent literary production, of 
which I do not feel capable. I should be 
giad, however, to do even a little to pro- 
mote thought and allay pitterness upon a 
subject of such grave concern. It is now 
also being discussed throughout Europe, 
but with minds open to the truth, and 
without bitterness. I noticed the violent 
utterance of the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst, and 
regretted it. Emerson said of Carlyle that 


he ought to put the word “ whim” on his 
doorplate, so that people might know he 
lived there. I have been so much in sym- 


pathy with Dr. Parkhurst in some things 
he has done that I should regret to 
it become the case that it would be enough 
to put the word “scold” on to 
people know where he lives. It may 
deemed unsafe for any one to hand him, 
in his present mood, any literature calcu- 
Jated to call his mind to fairness and 
reason, but some discreet person might 
drop it on his doorstep, ring the bell, and 
run. As to the utterances upon the sub-

It is discouraging tcr any one with care-

Nothing is more disgraceful in an indi- 
vidual than to refuse to hear and consider 
both sides. As Mill says, the universal! 
belief of one age is often known to be 
such an absurdity to a subsequent genera- 
tion, that the difficulty then is to imagine 
how it ever appeared credible. What I 
now write (for you to use as you please) 
are my convictions, and I cannot depart 
from them simply because it is just now 
the vogue hereabout to rush the 
way. 

Evils of a Rising Money Standard.

1. The money standard of value, which 
‘itself appreciates in value more than do com- 
modities in general, thereby corresponding- 
ly. increases all Cebts, and at the same time 
correspondingly depreciates the money price 
of commodities and property in general. To 


be plain, if money at once, or gradually, 
increase in value 5 per cent. or 40 per cent., 
every debt in existence while it is so in- 
creasing also ‘increases by the same per- 


ceniage, to the advantage of creditors and 
the oppression of debtors; while, on the 
other hand, the money price of property is 
depreciated to a corresponding extent. Thus 
itis that an appreciating standard of value, 
by correspondingly decreasing the price of 


commodities, creat2s in commerce a falling 
market, and every one who thinks can sce 
_ at once that which every producer and mer- 
chant so well knows, viz., that business 
cannot be continued upon a falling market 
without continued hard times and succes- 
sions of disaster. In a word, viz., to pro- 
duce or buy however cheap to-day means 
loss if you must sell still cheaper to-morrow. 


Do 'the extollers of low prices, do those who 
@re living on the shady side of easy street 
upon fixed investments, (to whom the ap- 
preciation in value of the money standard 


is an_eqval appreciation of the value of 
their incomes,) ever think of the pinching 
effect upon the rest of rcor humanity of 
the fall in money price of the staple com- 
modities to or below the cost of production? 
Bismarck well appreciated what he was 


saying im 1885, when he declared that the 
price of farm products could not fall below 
the cost of cultivation without ruining the 
nation’s whole economic life, for the cities 
depend for prosnerity upon ihe prosperity 
of the country. 

Money which so appreciates in values 
€ven more dishonest, and far more ruinous, 
than money which depreciates, and thereby 
lesseus all debts and raises the money price 
of commodities, for, at least, business may 
ec on under a depreciating currency after 
the first shock, as we kuow from the period 
of our late war, not to cite other historical 
instances. 

The Right Hon. A. J. Balfour said in 
1s92: * If you will chow me a system which 
&ives absolute permanence, (of the Standard j 
of value,) I will take it in preference to 
any other. But of all conceivable systems 
of currency, that system is assuredly the 
worst which 8ives you a standard steadily, 
continuously, indefinitely appreciating, and 
which, by that very fact, throws a burden 
upo’ every man of enterprise, upon every 
man who desires to promote the agricul- 
tura] or the industrial resources of the coun- 
try, and benefits no humen being whatever 
but the owner of fixed debts in gold.”

This exhibition 
of bad temper may well seem a dangerous 
phenomenon of our political life to those 
who remember hearing their fathers reviled 
and called opprobrious names for ventur- 
ing to express the honest conviction that it 
was not right for one human being to own 
another. ‘The crude and false financial leg- 
islation exhibited in the Bland and Sherman 
acts, (unscientific and unaccountable at- 
tempts to put and keep silver bullion at the 
mint par with gold bullion in the bullion mar- 
ket, by creating by law a limited mint de- 
mand for the one, in the face of an unlimited 
mint demand for the other) and the finan- 
cial policy which brought en the necessity 
for the Government to permanently increase 
the National debt by the sale of bonds to 
the extent of $262,000,000 in less than three 
years, in order to get gold to enable it to 
keep going in time of peace, (all of which 
are subjects of derision throughout Europe,) 
are proofs that our politicians and states- 
men sadly need a National discussion, that 
they may be enlightened and set right by 


the higher and more comprehensive intelli- 
gence of the people, made up by graduate of 
college and common school. And it should 
be borne in mind that the question is one 
which cannot be decided by the people, nor 
by the President they elect, but only by the 
Congress, enlightened, it is to be hoped, by 
the Nation’s best thought. “The joint 


standard is best,’’ says the Republican plat- 
form substantially, “‘ but it must not be 
adopted without the approval and aid of 
other nations.” “The joint Standard is 
best,”’ says the Democratic platform 
“and we shall adopt it 
whether the other nations approve and aid 
’ Jf one of these is absurd or radi- 
wrong, may it not be that which 
makes our policy and action depend abso- 
luteiy. upon foreign approval and aid? I 
trust that I may becomingly express the 
belief that my view in respect of the sub- 
ject is that of the great majority of voters, 


also 


viz., that, after it has been,elucidated by 
fair and intelligent discussion during this 
canvass, the Congress, or, better still, the 
Government, should appoint a commis- 
sion to make the most complete exam- 
ination of the whole subject of metal- 
lic money, historically, practically, and 
scientifically, before further legislation be 
had upon that subject; for it is legisla- 
tion alone which has brought us to our 
present evil case. The next legislation 
should be mature and right. It is a maxim 
of wise and progressive statesmanship never 
to make a change in grave matters unless 
it appear reasonably clear that the change 
will be an improvement, or unless the ex- 


isting condition be so bad that the proposed 
change could not be worse, and might be 
better. If the Government be forced to con- 
tinue to sell bonds to get gold will we be 
entangled in such a condition? Could there 
be a worse condition? And what folly 
while thus dependent upon England for 
gold to keep the Government from collapse 
in time of peace, (as was and is said to be 
true,) to threaten England with war. The 
sound of the first gun fired would throw us 
upon a basis of inconvertible paper. 


The Single Gold Standard. 

5. Both of the principal political parties 
thus declaring for the joint gold and silver 
standard, as against the present single gold 
Standard, the controversy as to which of 
these standards is the best may be con- 


sistently conducted only by the Republican 
and Democratic Parties on the one side, 
and the Indianapolis following on the other. 
It is a political fraud for the Republican 
Party to profess in the East to be for -the 
single gold standard against its* platform, 


and at the same time advocate the joint 
standard in the South and West, in ac- 
cordance with its platform; to run gold men 
for Congress in the East, and joint-sfand- 
ard men in the South and West. That the 
two great parties are right in calling in 
their platform for the joint standard 
seems to me to stand proved. So many 
nations have changed from the single sil- 


ver standard and the joint standard to the 
single gold standard since 1872 that we 
seem to be furnished with a demonstration 


that there is not now out of the ground 
gold enough in the world to serve as a 
stable money standard for so many nations 
as are now upon the single gold standard. 
The rise in the value of gold since 1873, and 
the consequent addition to all fixed charges 
and debts, and fall of the money price of 
commodities, have made a long period of 
falling markets and hard times; and the 
end of it is not in sight, and, it would 
seem, is not to come, I venture to say with 
deference, until the joint standard is re- 
stored. Meanwhile, those with moderate 
capitals must continue to see them melt 
away, while that concentration of accumu- 
lating wealth, which is such a threatening 
sign to this country, is to be enhanced. Our 
situation is one that calls for statesmen 
who will bend their minds to it with that 
warring anxiety which those with whom 
greed and self-interest stand first, and 
their country and the general interest sec- 
ond, cannot understand and will continue to 


sceoft at. 
History of Change to Gold Standard. 
4. The present of the single gold 
standard in the world, and the evils its 
recent coming have ‘brought, may, it seems 
to me, be easily stated. Up to 1878 Eng- 
land was practically the only single gold 
in the world. If any

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of a stable currency for France, the joint 
gold and silver standard was the outcome 
in 1803. Prior to that time the relation 
of the two metals to each other was not 
much understood. Owing principally to 
the dominance which France attained un- 
der Bonaparte, the joint standard came 
to be the standard of most of continental 


It was also adopted by our Na- 
tion, and remained our standard up to 
1873. England adopted the single gold 
standard in 1816, upon her return to specie 
payments after her twenty years’ suspen- 
sion thereof, caused principally by the ex- 


Europe. 


clusion of her commerce trom Continental 
Europe by Bonaparte, but inasmuch as 
the nominal mint par of the joint stand- 
ard nations maintained itself as the actual 


par of exchange between them and Eneg- 
land, it seems a fair statement that th 
whole commercial world was upon the joint 
standard up to its recent dethronement, 
to which we now turn. The triumph of 
the German armies over France in 1870 
led to the federation of all of the German 
States into the German Empire. Each of 
these States had its own coinage, and one 
of the first steps of the empire was to 
adopt a currency, and substitute a uni- 
form coinage for the more than eighty va- 
rieties of coins in circulation, to the per- 
plexity of travelers and of trade. 
Seramble of the Nations for Geld. 
3efore the war it had been in contempla- 
tion in Germany to adopt the French sys- 
iem of currency and coinage, but now, to 
be as unlike and distinct from France as 
possible, the empire suddenly changed from 
the existing single silver standard to the 
single gold standard, instead of to the joint 
gold and silver standard. This was pro- 
vided for by the law of 1871 and carried out 


under that of 1873. One result was that the 
cast-off silver coins of the German States 
began to be presented to the open mint of 


France for coinage. Influenced, it would 
seem, by national hate, as much or more 
than by fear of the quantity of such coins, 


France closed her mint in 1873 to the coin- 
age of silver upon individual account, and 
thus practically came to the single gold- 
standard basis alSo. In this action France 
was joined or followed by the other joint 
standard nations of Continental Europe, 
which made with France what we call the 
Latin union. The standard silver dollar was 
dropped by the Coinage act pee ot 

u 


our Congress the same year, and 

we came to the gold standard also. 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark, and Hol- 
land had taken the same course by 
1875, Russia followed in 1876, and 


Austria in 1879. Thus it came to pass that 
the whole civilized world, suddenly moved 
by the action of appar A and France, 
(born mainly of their antipathy to each 
other,) had come, or tried to come, pell-mell, 
to the single gold standard, It was a scram- 










ble of the nations for gold; and at least 
three of them—Germany, Russia, and Aus- 
tria—after the manner of barbarous an- 
tiquity, have since locked up in chests quan- 
tities of it against the anticipated event of 
war. For the first: time in the history of 
the world gold became the sole -money 
standard of more than one considerable 
nation. It suddenly became, in fact, from 
such prior limited use, the . sole mone 
standard of substantially the whole civii- 
ized world. It needs only .to be added, to 
make the record complete, that the English 
Government caused the closing of the Indian 
mint to the rupée in 1893, with a-view (no 
longer deemed feasible) of bringing that 
vast dependency to a gold basis. 


The Disastrous Result. 


There could be but one result. It weuld 
seem to have been foretold with full ac- 
curacy by those who gave warning that 
there was not gold enough in the world for 
such a strain. Even Blaine saw it and 
said in 1878, viz.: ‘“‘I believe tne struggle 
now going on in this country and in other 
countries for a single gold standard would, 
if successful, produce disaster in the end 
throughout the commercial world. The 
destruction of silver as money and the 
establishment of gold as the sole unit of 
value must have a ruinous effect —s all 
forms of property, except those 
ments which yield a fixed return in money. 
These would be enormously enhanced in 
value, and would gain a disproportionate 
and, therefore, unfair advantage over 
every other species of property.’’ All of the 
op money in the world would only fill a 
in about 22 feet square. The value of gold 
has kept on rising, eve debt and fixed 
income rising with it, while the gold value 
of silver and of commodities in general 
has kept steadily falling. ..Any one may 
verify this by poring at a table of yearly 
prices since 1873. t is an indisputable 
fact. Even The Eyening Pést’s catechism 
states it. A constantly 
with its losses, contraction of trade, and 
wasting away of moderate capitils, is the 
history of agriculture, trade, and commerce 
all over Europe and this country since 


1878, while those with fixed salaries or in- . 


comes were never better off. Those who 
are exalting the single gold standard, as 
though it were anything but a recent ex- 
periment, as though the world had_ not 
prospered upon the joint standard, said for. 
a time that the cause of all this trouble 
was overproduction, but with the caution 
in production which naturally set in after 
the trouble showed itself, and which has 
continued ever since, there soon came the 
time when overproduction could no long- 
er be even surmised as the cause. They 
also allege that the rate of wages has not 
fallen and that therefore workingmen 
are doubly benefited, viz, by being paid 
their former wages in more valuable money, 


and at the same time being able to buy 
food and clothing cheaper. | —— lose sight 
of the essential fact that while skilled 


workingmen, by means of .their Grganiza- 
tions, may have veen able to keep the 
daily wage from falling, they have been 
so much out of employmnt that the agegre- 
gate wages received have greatly fallen. It 
is timely that thv32 who profess to see 
every biessing and no eyil in the single 
gold standard, and speak in derision of sil- 
ver in its diminished state as compared 
with gold, and declare that law cannot 
affect their relation to each other, should 
be asked where would the value of gold be 
to-day if it, instead of silver, had been 
demonetized by law throughout Christen- 
dom, and the single silver standard adopt- 
ed, and whether they think law could in 
that case lift it up again to its former 
value by making it joint money with silver. 


The Meaning of the Free Coinage of 
Both Metals. 

5. The joint gold and silver standard 
means the free coinage of both metals into 
money according to their ratio established 
by law, which, in most of the world, is 15% 
parts in weight of fine silver to 1 part of 
fine gold, while in this country it is 16 
(15 98-100) to 1. And free coinage means 
(freely speaking) that the mints are’ open 
to all persons to bring these metals without 
limit or restriction and have them coined, 
and take the coins away for use. as legal- 
tender money upon payment of the charge 


for minting, unless the lew makes i* gratui-. 


tous, as is the case with the English mint. 
The Democratic platform, thérefore, in call- 
ing, in so maay. words, for the free.and un- 
limited coinage of the two metajs at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, only takes the treume to 
give the definiticn of free coinage. . The 
word “ unlimited” is superfluous, and adds 
nothing, ‘“ free coinage ’’ expressing it all, 
but to those who do not understand the 
terminology of the subject, this word, which 
has of late years been used in crude politi- 
cal expression in this country, is supposed 
to enlarge the meng § of free coinage. In- 
deed, there seem to be many who think 
that the meaning of free coinage is coinage 
without a mint charge. 


Mint Parity Makes Market Parity. 


G6. The theory and the result, as shown by 
actual experience and history of the joint 
gold and silver standard as affecting the 
bullion values of the two metals, are that 
the mints, being open to the coinage of both 
metals alike to all comers, the unlimited 
demand thus created for both of the metals 
at the fixed ratio brings tnem to and keeps 
them approximately at the mint parity in 
the bullion market. The effect of an un- 


limited demand for an article which is lim- 
ited in production, is too evident a factor in 
establishing its market value to need to be 
more than stated. If, for instance, these 
two metals were produced in equal quanti- 
ties, and an unlimited mint demand existed 
for each, their market values would be 
thereby made equal. But their fluctuating 
discovery and production from time imme- 
morial up to this hour have been upon an 
averege ratio of about 18 to j, (I purposely 
give the ex‘reme,) for which reason the 
nations, after making <lue allowance for the 
relative use, destructibility, and waste of 
the two metals, have adopted the ratio of 
their production, Gurability, and availabiity 
for money, viz., about 16 to 1, as their 
money ratio, and the mint demand. upon 
that ratio being made unlimited for both, 
their mint parity causes their market pari- 
ty, for who would sell the bullion in the 
market for less money than he could have 
it minted into? If such would be the case 
upon a production and mint ratio of 1 to. 1, 
why would it not be upon a production and 
mint ratio of 16 to 1? If their production 
ratio were 32 to 1, their mint ratio would 
need to be approximately the same,.and 
that would give them a market parity upon 
that ratio. Such is the theory of the joint 
standard upvn the bullion market value of 
the two metals, confirmed and made good 
by long experience. nee ; 


The Actual Figures. 


In proof of it, I submit the actual fig- 
ures showing the average ratio for each 
ten years between the bullion. market 
values of silver and gold, upon the gén- 
eral mint ratio of 15% to 1, from the adop- 
tion of the joint standard in France. in 


1803 down to the. beginning of -its -de- 
thronement throughout the civilized world 


in 1873, viz.: . 

Up to 1810, 15.68; to 1820, 15.20; to 1880, - 
15.80; to 1840, 15.74; to 1850, 15.78;-to 1860, 
15.32; to 1870, 15.54; to 1878, 15.55. 

During this time -the- ratio of produc- 
tion fell as low as 4 to 1, and rose as high 
as 49 to 1, which shows how unstable a' 
standard of value each metal is a!one. But 
taking one period with another during the 
same time, the average production ratio of 
the two metals was stable, with a conge- 
quent stable market value ratio produced. by 
the then prevailing joint standard system, 
which shows how relatively stable,a stand- 
ard of value both metals jointly are. This 
would be more fully realized if one should 
consider the two metals actually cast into 
one coin in the ratio of 16 to 1, instead 
of into separate coins in that ratio, made 
joint and equal legal tender by law. 

Straightway upon the pepral demone- 
tization of. silver as a joint standard of 
value with gold, it steadily fell, until .its 
bullion market ratio with gold come 
to 32 to 1. Its. restoration to its ancient 
mint equality will restore its ancient proxi- 
mate market equality. 

Even in Biblical times the exchangeable 

ratio of silver and gold was 16 to 1. The 
shekel of silver and the shekel of gold, 
as also the talent of silver and the talent 
of gold, bore almost exactly that ratio to 
each other. It is also more than worthy’ 
of mere note that all the silver and gold 
money in the world to-day ‘bears that 
ratio, viz., $4,070,000,000 in silver, 
a weight of 148,278,057 ounces, and $4.008.~ 
800, in gold, being a weight of 196,828,- 
905 ounces. Divide the weight of silver 
by a weight of gold, and the ‘result :is 
15.99. . 


Arguments Against Returg to Joint 
Standard. 


7. Against what we thus actually know 
are now set up surmises and. erroneous 
statements. The claim that the market 
values of the two metals being now in the 
ratio of about 32to 1, they cannot be gut upon

a@ money parity of 16 to 1, and that an 
attempt to do so would give us a fifty-three-, 
cent-dollar, begs the whole.question. The 
market fall of silver:is due to its general 
demonetization since 1873, an account of 
which has already been given. Where 
would gold be if it, instead, had been demon- 
etized and silver retained as the sole money 


standard? When silver is remonetized, gold 
will come down to its former value and 
place and silver will go 4 and meet it, 
and as joint money they will be stable and 
keep prices stable. This is not conjecture; 
{t stands proved by actual history and 
experience under the joint standard while 
it was the main sta of the world, as: 
I have already pointed out. History and 
fact are what we must go by. The state- 
ment that there has of late been such an 
overproduction of silver as to annul the 
former relation of the two metals is incor- 
rect. It is not. made by those who: speak 
from the statistics. Although from. the 
discovery of America up to date the ‘ratio 
of production of the two metals has been 
about 18 to 1, their ratio of production from 
1872 to date has been only about 17 to 1. 
-And. as to the imaginary enormous quan- 
tity of silver bullion which is waiting for 
the. reopening of the mints to. silver’ as 
standard money jointly with gold, it: disap- 
pears even from the imagination in the face 
of the actual figures, which show that while 
.the total production of silver from 1872 to 
1895 has been 2,230,397,137 fine ounces, dur- 
ing the same time tue mints of the world 
have coined 2,131,920,919 fine ounces. The 
statement that the mints would be choked 
with household articles of silver is suffi- 
ciently contradicted by past experience; but 
it at once becomes ridiculous wifen we think 
of Simple Simon sending his silyer cup, 
made up.of $5 worth of silver and $5 more 
of skilled workmanship, to the mint to be 
coined into $5, and this takes no note of 
the cost of reducing it to fine silver bullion 
before it could be coined at all. But still 
more powerful and strong-winged is the 
imagination of those who say that the 
silver: coins of the other nations would 
rush to our mint, if we returned to the joint 
standard alone. As we have seen, the 
prevailing mint ratio of the world is 15% 
of silver to 1 of gold. Therefore, those 
who -would buy up such coins and send 
them to our mint to be coined upon our 
more: favorable ratio to gold of 16 to 1 
would be: losing about 3 cents on every 
‘dollar, :to say nothin of the cost of 
mintage. or of freight to and from 
the mint. But let us suppose the case of 
the silver coins of other nations leaving 
their circulation for our mint. The small- 
est paper note in England, for instance, is 
£5, -($25,) and in France 50 francs, ($10.) 
All else in their currency is gold and silver, 
The predicament they would be in if their 
silver currency left them, (simply flew over 
the ocean to our mint, as some will have it,) 
would be disastrous. Trade, for lack of a 
medium, would be brought to a s andstill. 
In fine, to escape national ruin, they would 
have to get their silver back from us at any 
price. e employed silver of the world 
must stop where it is and do its work there 
like a horse in harness. As to the “ argu- 
ment’ of those who say that the bullion 
owners, by having 53 cents’ worth of silver 
coined into a dollar would thereby be al- 
lowed to make 47 cents, thus conceding that 
the dollar would be worth 100 cents, but 
who straightway say that the dollar would 
be worth only 53 cents, it may be men- 
tioned, I trust, without coming down to its 
level. The jubilant platform assertion that 
the Mexican dollar would be bought for 
63 cents and coined into our dollar is of 
the same grade. As simple as some over- 
smart people think the Mexican is, it is 
too much to suppose he would. seil: for 
53 United States cents that which he could 
have coined into a United States dollar. 
And why should be recoin his dollar in our 
mint, if, under the joint standard system, 
it would be worth no more thereafter than 
before? And if he did, what would become 
of Mexico, with her coins all disappeared in 
a trice, like a brood of partridges? The 
comparison of the joint standard, with two 
unequal yardsticks, has no basis. The 
joint standard is not two standards, but 
only one standard. No one thinks of pro- 
posing two money standards any more than 
two yardsticks. Buta great subject should 
not be belittled, and I forbear. . The fact 
is, we have made.more silver money since 
demonetization of silver than we would have 
coined if it had not occurred. .The joint stand- 
ard being the best, are we nevertheless going 
to fasten upon ourselves the declaration that 
we.-shall not restore it without the aid 
and consent of. Europe..or of... England? 
That is a su iect for the deliberation of th 

Nation, 2 mally, of- the Congress. In 
the last analysis it may appear. that we 
should return to the joint standard alone, or 
it-may not. we . ‘ 


Successful Working of Joint Standard 


8. The successful working of the joint gold 
and silver standard from its beginning up to 
1873 was as follows: Each metal being legal 
tender, when one fell below the other in 
market value, debtors sought it to pay their 
debts with, thereby raising its value by 
making a demand for it, and at the same 
time lessening the value of the other by 


making a lack of demand for it, which in- 
evitably brought the two metals forthwith 
to their mint parity again in the market. 
Sometimes gold fell, and sometimes silver, 
but this automatic system, controlled solely 
by economic law and force, at once balanced 
them to their joint level, thereby maintain- 
ing the most stable money standard which 
the world-has ever had. This is a matter 
of actual experience and history. Linked 
together by law as joint lega) tender, which- 
ever metal tended to rise or fall at a given 
time by reason of the economic law of sup- 
ply and demand was held down: or up by 
the other through the operation of that 
same economic law. 


Over Production of Gold. 


If it had not been for the working of 
the joint standard system and the confi- 
dence of the Governments of France and 
some others of the joint standard nations in 
that system, during the period of the great- 
est overproduction of gold, following the 
gold discoveries in California in 1848, and 


those in Australia three years later, which 
in ten years had actually doubled the world’s 
gold stock, all of the commercial nations 
would have gone to the single silver stand- 
ard, as many of them did. The fear of 
gold was such that shopkeepers, in order to 
attract trade, hung out signs that gold 
would be received the same as silver. Even 
in England it was gravely considered 
whether the change to the single silver 
standard should not be made. If the world 
had been upon the single gold standard 
there would have been a catastrophe. Eng- 
land stood it only by the operation of the 
joint standard systemin theother nations. In 
this country the same kind of prudent peo- 
ple who now have bonds and contracts to 
them made paves in gold, then had them 
made payable in fine silver, and there are 
still some of such bonds outstanding, upon 
which the half-yearly interest is regularly 
paid in silver. How short.the memory of 
man seems to be. ‘* What fools these mor- 
tals be,’’ may I say in good nature. It 
is.quite as likely as otherwise that within 
a few years prolific gold discoveries may 
be made. If that neepens we shall then see 
the chiefest among those who are now al- 
most deifying gold, (while they denounce 
as Anarchists those who honestly believe 
that the joint standard is the most stable, 
and therefore the best,) calling vehemently 
for the law to be changed to the single 
silver standard, and they will be insisting 
upon contracts to them being made payable 
in silver, as their like did about forty years 


ago. 

Those who from study and examination 
have come to an unselfish conviction in fa- 
vor of the joint standard, may rest assured. 
The true and excellent finds it way, though 
usually only by degrees and slowly. It is 
misunderstood and caHed hard names only 
for a time: by those’ who have not eyes to 
see or ears to hear it. As Ruskin says in 
one of his essays upon’ art, when the mas- 
terpiece is finished, only a limited few are 
able to understand and appreciate it, but 
their —_* ses to a wider circle, and 
from thence it overflows to a still wider 
circle, and so:on, until finally it becomes 
the —o opinion of mankind. Those 
who climb to truth’s summit realize in a 
similar sense the saying of Mazzini, viz.: 
“There is no atheism possible on the Alps.” 


Public Opinion in England Favors 
MeKinley, and Why. 


9. I found a’ strong public opinion in 
England in favor of the election. of Mr. 
McKinley. The reason-.for this preference 
now for the man who has hitherto been 
the most disliked in England, was easy to 
ascertain. The American doctrine of pro- 


tection is abhorred in England, as injuri- 
ous to English export trade with this coun- 
try; but the many Englishmen who live 
upon fixed investments’ would rather see 
it triumphant, than see us depart from 
the gold standard for the joint standard. 
‘They - are-keenly: alive to the fact -that 

old has greatly appreciated in value since 
873, and that prices have relatively fallen, 
thereby increasing the purchasing vuaiue of 
their Incomes, and that if, gold be brought 
aon to ite — — and value, Ps ey 
will -be -unfavorably, though: justly, affect- 
ed. is their belief that vit the, United. 





States re-establisizes the joint standard, Hu- 
repean nations will have to follow the

exchange value in London of our Joint 
standard dollar, which, it is feared, would 
occur., When the aggregate of such: fixed 
incomes in England are c dered, to say 
nothing of the fact that they are fed by 
as much as $300,000,000 a year from for- 
eign countries, a large part of which comes 
from this country, the m itude of one 
English wish that the nations shall ad- 
here to the single es standard, and thus 
keep gold abnormally ‘high, and prices rela- 
tively low, is apparent. e statement: of 
Senator ‘Hoar Sage his return from Europe 
yesterday is fully confirmatory of this. 


English Manufacturers for McKinley, 
and Why? 


- 10. But, strange indeed does it appear at 
first thought that the English manufactur- 
ers favor the election of McKinley. But 
you at once learn from them that their 
reason therefor is- founded upon their ex- 


perience with British India. When the civ- 
flized world had come to the single gold 
standard, as I have described in the fore- 
going, and silver began in consequence to 
fall steadily, the exchange between gold 
England and silver India had to fall cor- 
respondingly in London, and this fall: in 
the exchange tne Indian buyer refused to 
stand, so that it fell upon the ‘British seller. 
To illustrate, the fact was that while the 
silver rupee fell in England the same as 
silver bullion fell, it nevertheless retained 
unbroken in India its former purchasing 
value there. That being so, the Indian 
buyer would not—for, in fact, he could not, 
without ruin—pay 1 1-3 or more rupees to 
the English seller for that for which he 
formerly paid only 1 rupee. Hence, the 
British seller had to cease trading with 
India, or else trade upon the value which 
the rupee continued to maintain in India; 
and this latter meant, (to depart from the 
terminology of the exchanges, and speak 
plainly,) that when he came to change the 
rupee sale his goods into gold 
sterling in London the loss upon the ex- 
change left him without any profit upds 
his sales, or worse. The export trade wit 

India, therefore, began to fall off, — 
manufactories started up throughout: In- 
dia. This condition continuing to grow 
worse, the Indian Government Board, after 
a careful examination, strongly urged that 
England should adopt the joint standard, 
and thereby create a —. par of ex- 
change with India. This proposition not 
being acceptable, it recommended, as its 
second choice, that the mint be: closed to 
the rupee as an expedient to raise its ex- 
change value in London, and that was done 
in 1803. A few weeks later I heard the 
great “debate in the House of Commons 
which -was brought on oe this arbitrary 
act. It caused many to gin to inquire 
into the question of metallic money. About 
the same time I heard Mr. Balfour, who 
has since become a member of the English 
Cabinet and leader for the Government in 
the Commons, make his masterly speech at 
the Mansion House in favor of the joint 
standard; and no one ealled him an An- 
archist or a lunatic for it, either. A public 
man in England wins respect and success 
by expressing his honest convictions. Those 
who have since followed the course of the 
exchange between England and India have 
seen that in spite of all expedients it has 
not mended much; and this Summer I list- 
ened with all the more interest to the 
speech in the Commons of Lord George 
Hamilton, Secretary of State for India, 
upon the financial statement of the Indian 
Government, for it seemed to indicate that 
England, having exhausted artificial expe- 
dients with very little effect, would soon be 
ready to come to the joint standard in or- 
der to restore the par of exchange with In- 
dia, thereby to hold her export trade with 
her greatest dependency. 


England Forced to the Joint Standard. 


The English manufacturer 
now fears that if we try alone to re-estab- 
lish the joint standard the par of exchange 
with this country may for a considerable 
time be similarly broken, which would be a

11. There is no good reason to expec 
that our Government will not stand firm 
for the joint gold and silver standard, for 
the platforms of both political parties em- 
phatically call for that standard. The in- 


ternational. conferences upon the subject 
failed principally because of the attitude 
of Germany and England; the former be- 
ing reluctant. to give up the gold standard 
after having led the way to it so recently, 
thereby making so radical and expensive a 
currency and coinage change throughout 
the States of the empire, and the latter feel- 
ing averse to change a system which ‘she 
has had since 1816, and which worked even- 
ly with the currency of joint-standard na- 
tions, although she would be glad to see 
the other nations return to the joint stand- 
ard together, and thus pull her out of her 
great difficulty with her export trade with 
India. There is not any general belief in 
competent minds in England that her com- 
mercial supremacy is due at all to the gold 
standard. Disraeli called it one of the 
greatest delusions ever entertained. Indeed, 
one of her chief commercial disadvantages 
is the single silver standard in other na- 
tions. A gréat exporting nation cannot be 
benefited, but is injured, by depreciating 
currencies in nations with which she trades. 
A manufacturer hesitates to make a con- 
tract to make goods for export, When the 
fall in exchange with the export country 
may, wipe out his profits, or leave him with 
a loss, by the time the goods come out of 
the mill. Those who say so jauntily that he 
may save himself from such risk by having 
the buyer assume it, should be called in to 
put that theory into practice. They would 
find it not quite so easy as eating a cheese- 
cake or a plum. In the competition to sell, 
Mr. Buyer would select the seller who did 
not impose that condition. An unstable ex- 
change is good for no honest business. 


Europe for the Joint Standard, 


12. There is coming about a great change 
in public thought in England upon the ques- 
tion of the money standard. Almost every 
economist of repute who has studied the 
subject has either become an open advocate 


of the joint standard, or acknowledges that 
go many nations cannot remain Spon the 
single gold standard without great harm to 
mankind. The crucifying of mankind upon 
a cross of gold seems to them more than a 
figure of speech. The professors of economy 
of Oxford and Cambridge favor it. It is 
also growing in favor with statesmen, and 
has open advocates in such meén as Goschen, 
Balfour, Chaplin, and Courtney; and it may 
be interesting to note _that the twelve able 
men selected by the Government for being 
equally divided upon the subject, to com- 
pose the Gold and Silver Commission, which 
sat under the presidency of Lord Herschel, 
and after ae examination, re- 
ported, in 1888, have since changed to seven 
to five in favor of the joint standard. Be- 
lief in it is also growing rapidly in com- 
mercial circles, largely because of the un- 
favorable commercial experience with India 
since 1873. which I have mentioned. 
Among bankers, Mr. Lidderdale, who was 
Governor of the Bank of England during. 
the Baring crisis, and is acknowledged by 
his skillful course to have prevented a more 
general disaster is an advocate of the joint 
standard. In 1895, the House of Commons 
passed a resolution expressing apprehension 
at the growing divergence between gold and 
silver, and urging international co-operation 
to prevent its continuance. Persons com- 
petent to speak declare that, although 
about one-fifth of England’s debt of about 
£782,000,000 twenty years ago, has been paid 
off, the debt is, in fact, greater than ever, 
by reason of the appreciation of gold. And 
finally, while the leaning. of France and the 
Latin Union, and also Holland, to the joint 
standard is well’ known, it only remains to 
notice that the German Reichstag, also 
since the last international money confer- 
ence, viz., in 1894, voted by more than two 
to one for international negotiations for 
monetary reform,:and the Imperial Chancel- 
ry, by a vote of 10 to 4, rejected a propost- 
tion that in such n jations the single 
system should not be affected,

This Govern- 
ment and other Governments having 
changed from the joint gold and silver 
standard to the single gold standard, and 
thereby so appreciated the value of gold 
as to increase the burden of their then 
existing indebtedness, as well as the in- 
debtedness of individuals, as much or more 
than 40-pér cent., and caused all staple 
markets to fall correspondingly, so that 
since such change it takes nearly or quite 
twice as much of staple a to pay 
the interest and principal upon such in- 
debtedness, may they not change back 
without being called repudiators? No sug- 
estion to the contrary is heard from any 
ntelligent or respectable source through- 
out repe, nor, in fact, in this country 
from any persons who realize the great- 
ness of the subject or what they are say- 
ing. It is made by those who, with their 
like from the beginning of time, have al- 
ways insisted that what is is right and 
Must not be disturbed. They even said it 
of human slavery.

CASE OF MRS. C. P. HAGAN. 





To be Examined in Supplementary 


Proceedings in November. 


Caroline P. Hagan, widow of Edward F. 
Hagan, who was a Tammany State Sena- 
tor, was before Justice Fitzsimons, in the 
City Court, yesterday, on an order to show 
cause why she should not be punished for 
contempt of court in not having submitted 
to-an examination in -supplementary pro- 
ceedings. Judgment for $1,711.67 had been 
entered against her for a dressmaker’s bill. 
She was brought from Saratoga Friday on 
an order of arrest. 

Cc. G. F. Wahle appeared for Mrs. Hagan 
yesterday and told Justice Fitzsimons that 
the judgment had been obtained by default; 
that the bill had been contracted while Sen- 
ator Hagan lived; that Mrs. Hagan was not 
responsible for it, and that the Senator died 
penniless. 

Mr. Wahle denounced the. arrest as an 
outrage, and said that plaintiff’s lawyers 
took Mrs. Hagan from the bedside of a sick 
child, that they might examine her and if 
possible have their judgment paid-from the 


fund of $30,000 that was given by members 
of Tammany for the support of Mrs. Hagan 
and her child, when it was found that her 
husband had left no estate. 

Justice Fitzsimons held that Mrs. Hagan 
should have obeyed the order directing an 
examination. He advised her to pay plaint- 
iff’s lawyers $80, the sum disbursed in caus- 
ing her arrest, set down her examination 
for the first Saturday in November, and 
paroled her in the custody of her counsel,

City Ministers. Plar. a Great Religious, 

Awakeniug—A Conference Held 

f at the Marble Coliegiate Church 

Yesterday—Mr. Mocdy Makes 

Many Suggestions in a Character- 

istic Talk—He Wants Evening 
Meetings Without Set Sermons. 


A large number of the :ninisters of this 
city have earnestly taken up the work of 
bringing about a religious awakening 
among the people ifving in the great metro- 
politan district of New-York, Brooxiyn, and 
Jersey City. To start the work with as 
powerful an impulse as possible, they in- 
vited Dwight L. Moody, the evangelist, 
to hold e# series of meetings in this city’ 
during October and November. 

The Marble Collegiate Churoh, at Fifth 
Avenue and Twenty-ninth Stree*, of which 
the Rey. David J. Burrell is the minister, 
has taken a very active part in this move- 
ment, and a meeting was held in that 
church yesterday afternoon for a sort of 
public conference that raight give some 
definite scope and plan to the work. ‘The 
New-York ministers asked Mr. Moody to 
come to the meeting and offer some sug- 
gestions. Although Mr. Moody declined the 
invitation to hold meetings for the present, 
ne attended the conference and delivered 
one of his characteristic talks. 

He announced that he would come here 
and commence a series of evangelical meet- 
ings in Cooper Union on Nov. 2 These 
meetings will be continued, prova»ly, all 
through November, and will be held in the 
mornings. 

Mr. Moody gaid, among othr things: 

“IT was invited to come here, and I 
thought I would drop over. I-am always 
ready to follow ‘the Lord’s. lead. - If the 
cloud leads me, = am prepared to go. If 
we could get these three great cities enited 
we could do a great work. Your preachers. 
will have to give up preaching the Gospel 
only. I believe that thousands and thou- 
sands could be brought into your churches. 
One of the greatest calamities that has 
ever befallen the Church ig that Sunday, 
night services are given up entirely to 
preaching the Gospel. Sunday nignt should 
be given to the conversion of souls. Stick 
to your manuscripts, if you will, on Sun- 
day morning, and build up your flock, but, 
throw away -set and written sermons on 
Sunday night. ; 

“Why, Mr. Bryan found that he could 
do nothing with a manuscript speech at 
Madison Square Garden, and he has thrown 
it away. [Laughter.];I heard him speak 
to a crowd the other day up in New-Eng- 
land, and he get right down to the people. 
I didn’t believe a thing he said, flaughter,} 
but he reached the people. 

Meetings on Sunday Evenings. 

“There should be 1,000 piaces in New~ 
York open for Sunday night meetings, and 
that night should be reserved for the con- 
version of: the thousands of this great 
city. Workingmen won’t ‘dregs up and go 
‘out to. Sunday morning meets, They want 


‘to rest; but ‘they would come out in the 


evenings.. If you don’t reach them by Sun- 
day’ night meetings, you will. not reath 
them at all. The church and the working- 
men are’ separated. There is a gitif be- 
tween them that has been growing deeper 
and darker every year Praying alone will 
not close it up. I once knew a little band 
of persons who called themselves ‘the 
Praying Band.’ The band did nothing but 
pray for six months, and they were only 
a burden on the community. 

‘**T’ don’t ‘believe any man is caiied to 
preach to empty seats. You may be sure 
that if he talks to empty seats the Lord 
hasn’t. called - him. (Laughter.}] If your 
plan doesn’t work, knock it on the head 
and throw it away, and take up a new one. 
If your quartet choir doesn’t draw, do away, 
with it, and put 50 or 100 young people. on 
the stage to sing. They will draw. You 
will have to talk the kingdom of God as 
the politicians talk gold and silver if you 
want to reach the people. The politicians 
reach them. They have got their literature © 
and speeches in every home in this coun- 
try, and those who can’t read are begging 
others to read to them about silver and 
gold.

BANK HOLDINGS OF GOLD. 


Controller Eckels’s statement, printed in 
yesterday morning’s newspapers, showing 
the results of his investigation into the 

















country, was well received and commented 
upon in banking circles, although it was in 
no sénse a surprise. Bank officials said 
that the Controller's figures showed the 
banks of the country in just such a condition 
as was to have been expected. It was gen- 
erally thought that from the nature of the 
reports from the various sections of the 
country a result very nearly correct could 
be approximated in spite of the fact that 
less than one-half of the institutions writ- 
ten to had responded with figures. 

Said one bank President yesterday: “ The 
real good of Controller Eckels’s statement 
lies in the fact that it completely kills the 
Bryan-Altgeld argument that you could not 
find $400,000,000 in gold in this country if you 
turned every strongbox in the land inside 
out. Both Bryan and Altgeld have made 
this statement repeatedly, and the Chicago 
Anarchist has gone so far as to pretend to 
quote Mr. Eckels by reading from his last 
report. 

“ This statement proves to my satisfaction 
that the banks and the Treasury hold 
from $450,000,000 to $500,000,000 of gold, 
And this means that in the whole 
country we have at least $650,000,- 
000. The Treasury estimates in’ former 
years have placed the figures at $600,000,- 
000, and this is the point that has been so 
much denounced as a lie by Mr. Bryan 
and his colleagues.’’ 

Another prominent bank President, when 
asked his opinion of the statement, said: “‘I 
will not allow you to use my name, because 
I do not want people to think that I am 
wasting time in pointing out the fallacies of 
Bryanistic arguments. But you can see how 
this proves that there are hundreds of mill- 
ions more of gold in this country than the 
Popocrats would have .their misguided fol- 
lowers believe. I heard one of these silver 
orators make the statement, that, accord- 
ing to the Treasury Department’s last re- 
port, there was only a little over $10,000,- 
000 in gold in all banks other than National 
in this country. That seemed true. That 
is all there was that was specifically classi- 
fied as gold. But in these banks, according 
to the report, there was more than $19,000,- 
000 specified as unclassified specie and 
$125,000,000 as cash not classified. That was 
why Controller Eckels sent out his inquiry 
to all parts of the country. He wanted 
these last two amounts divided up and 
put under their proper headings, so that 
there could be no more misrepresenting 
done by the silver shouters. And the re- 
plies should be effective, for they show 
that 25 per cent. of the private and State 
banks hold $34,500,000 of gold.”’ 





BETTER TIMES MUST PREVAIL. 

Messrs. Hollister & Babcock write to out- 
of-town customers as follows 

“The market has been under the influence 
of the operators who are working for a re- 
action. Every effort is being made by the 
room traders, at least those who have sold 
their stocks, to depress prices with the ob- 
ject of repurchasing at a profit. As we 
have frequently stated, we are of the opin- 
ion that it will be difficult to bring about 
a decline of importance—there are too many 
would-be buyers waiting for just such an 
event. In the meantime, each day brings us 
nearer to election time, when all fears will 
probably be dissipated as to the honesty and 
integrity of this country.

MRS, .-ASPINWALL’S LEGACIES. 


A Niece, Mrs. Delafield, Now Sues for 


the Estate, 


Mrs. Annie Aspinwall of Pittsburg died 
fn Edinburgh, Scotland, in December last, 
€aving an estate valued at $500,000 to an 
orphan asylum and a fine arts academy in 
Philadelphia. Her niece and next-of kin, 
Mrs. Mary C. Delafield, wife of Maturin L. 
Delafield of this city, has just begun suit 
in Pittsburg to test the validity of Mrs, As- 
pinwall’s will, contending in her petition, in 
the Orphan’s Court, that her aunt was of 
unsound mind when the will was made. 

Mrs. Aspinwall was the wife of Capt. 
George W. Aspinwall, brother of the Iate 
William R. Aspinwall of this city. For 
many years prior to her death - Mrs. Aspin- 
wall had been regarded as more or less of 
a recluse by her neighbors in Pittsburg. 
Ever since the death of her husband and 
her two children, all of which occurred 
within a few years after her marriage, she 
had led a life apart from the world. About 
two years ago the Directors of the West 
Penn Hospital of Pittsburg announced that 
Mrs. Aspinwall had presented the institu- 
tion with a tract of land valued at $30,000. 
Almost immediately she began to be pes- 
tered by applicants for charity. For this 
reason chiefly she sailed for Europe in 
June, 1895. On the last day of the voyage 
Mrs. Aspinwall was thrown to the deck 
during a storm and received injuries which 
resulted in her death. 

When the old lady’s will was read it was 
found that she had left nothing to her 
niew>, Mrs. Delafield, her only near relative. 
The latter was a daughter of Mrs. Living- 
stone, Mrs. Aspinwail’s sister. The will 
was'dated Nov. 2, 1885, and left all the old 
lady’s property, consisting of mining stocks, 
réal estate, and railroad bonds. to two pub- 
lic institutions in Philadelphia. The exec-

EDWARDS’S NEW ROAD RECORD. 





Rides a Bicycle to Philadelphia in 
Bight Hours. 


«i. 8. Edwards, the fast long-distance rider 
of the Century Wheelmen of this city, broke 
the. record between here and Philadelphia 
Sunday, covering the distance in 8 hours, 
which beats the best previous record, held 
by Charles P, Staubach, Company BE, Eighth 
Regiment, by 36 minutes. 

When Edwards reached Torresdale, fifteen 
miles outside of Philadelphia, a driving rain 
began to fall) and,although he was then 
20 minutes ahead of his schedule and 15 
minutes better than Staubach’s best time, 
he. lost ground. On arriving at the City 
Hall, in the Quaker City, his schedule gave 
him 15 minutes’ rest. When this was up, 
Edwards again mounted his wheel to com- 
plete the run, although drenched to the 
skin from heavy showers, but he was per- 
suaded not to make the attempt, so he 
remained in Philadelphia over night. 

The first tidings of him reached the Cen- 
tury Wheelmen Sunday night in the way of 
a dispatch from Capt. T. D. Harris, Jr., of the 
Keystone Wheelmen. It. said: “ Edwards 
beats record by 386 minutes. Rained hard 
last 30 miles—train back.” 

Edwards is an Englishman, and several 
years before he came to this country he 
was @ prominent figure on English race 
tracks, where he has established several 
long-distance records. 





NOT IN ANY COAL TRUST. 





Rumor Denied Affecting Vice Presi- 
dential Candidate Hobart. 


The Republican National Committee yes- 
terday gave out a statement denying the 
reports that Vice Presidential Candidate 
Hobart is President of the Coal Trust. 

The statement, it was declared, came 
from Mr. Hobart himself. It said: 

“Last December the Trunk Line rail- 
roads, located east of the Mississippi, were 
called upon, under an agreement known 
as the Joint Traffic Association, to select 
three arbitrators to arbitrate the differ- 
ences which might arise between these 
railroads. Only trunk lines were included 
in this arbitration. Coal roads were not 
included, and the matters submitted to ar- 
bitration had nothing to do with coal, coal 
production, coal tonnage, or the price of 
coal in any manner, form, or shape what- 
ever, either directly or indfrectly. Tha 


selection of Mr. Hobart as a judgé pe- 
tween these railroads was made because 
he had no interest therein in any form.” 





ANNUAL MEETING OF THE SEA- 
BOARD AIR LINE TO-DAY. 


Indications that There Will Be a Live- 
ly Meeting of the Stockholders— 
Opresition to the Rate-Cutting 
Course of the Management—Presi- 
dent Samuel Spencer Says that the 
Southern Is Not Trying to Buy 
the Property. 


There is good reason to believe that there 
will be a very animated discussion at the 
annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Seaboard Air Line, in Portsmouth, Va., to- 
day. Several of the principal security hold- 


ers have publicly and privately expressed 
their dissatisfaction with the rate-cutting 
course recently followed by President Hoff- 
man and General Manager St. John, and an 
effort will undoubtedly be made to change 
the management. 

Samuel Spencer, President of the South- 
ern Railway, said yesterday that there was 
no foundation whatever for the statement 
that his company was negotiating for the 
purchase of the Seaboard Air Line. He re- 
marked that the Southern was not seeking 
either directly or indirectly to obtain con- 
trol of that property. 

Mr. St. John, Vice President and General 
Manager of the Seaboard Air MBine, sent 
the following dispatch from Portsmouth, 
Va., to this city yesterday: 

“You can state that there is not a word 
of truth in the rumor recently put forward 
to intimidate stockholders and with a view 
of causing a panic among them in the hope 
that they will dispose of their valuable 
securities to the Southern at a low figure. 
So long as the people stay with us, the 
competition which is so necessary to them 
at this time and in all the future, they 
will doubtless secure; and this statement 
will unquestionably be borne out by the re- 
sult of next Tuesday’s annual meeting at 
Portsmouth. The stockholders of the Sea- 
board cannoi be stampeded in any such 
Way as that proposed.’’ 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 5.—The. Directors of 
the Seaboard and Roanoke Railroad, which 
is the parent company of the Seaboard Air 
Line system, held a meeting to-day in Pres- 
ident R. Curzon Hoffman's office, in this 
city, to discuss the affairs of the company, 
and examine the annual report preparatory 
to its presentation at the stockholders’ 
meeting to be held at Portsmouth, Va., to- 
morrow. 

The Directors present were Messrs. R. 
Curzon Hoffman, who presided; Louis Mc- 
Lane and Charles D. Fisher of Baltimore, 
W. W. Fuller of North Carolina, Leigh R. 
Watts of Portsmouth, Va., and Moncure 
Robinson of Philadelphia. Vice President 
and General Manager St. John was also 


present by invitation of the board. The 
meeting was held behind closed docrs, 
and, if reports be true, it was not 
marked by the same harmony that in 
times past has characterized the Directors’ 
conferences. Various rumors were afloat 
as to what transpired at the meeting, but 
these could not be confirmed. They re- 
ferred to the retirement of President Hoff- 
man at the annual meeting to-morrow if 
his course in the rate war was not ap- 
proved by the stockholders. 

Another report was to the effect that 
Vice President St. John would retire. In re- 
gard to this last rumor, however, it may be 
stated that Mr. St. John has a contract 
with the Seaboard Air Line which still has 
several years to run, and he is not likely 
voluntarily to surrender a position that 
pays him $15,000 a year. 


Would Reorganize the Iron Company, 


A committee of bondholders of the West 
Superior Iron and Steel Company has been 
organized, and will endeavor to obtain con- 
trol of the property in order that it 
may be reorganized and put on a paying 
basis. John D. Rockefeller is one of the 
heaviest bondholders. This is one of the 
properties that suffered from the malad- 
ministration of Francis H. Weeks, who is 
now in State prison. 

The greater part of the stock of the com- 
pany is owned by the Land and River 


Improvement Company, of which Weeks 
was President, and which is now one of the 
largest creditors of the West Superior Com- 
pany. The bondholders’ proposition to set- 
tle with the creditors and take full pos- 
session of the property is opposed by the 
Improvement Company in its capacity of 
stockholder. 





Minneapolis and St. Louis. 


At the annual meeting of the stackholders 
of the Minneapolis and St. Louis Railroad, 
to be held to-day, W. L. Bull of this city 
will retire from the Presidency, and will 
be succeeded by Edwin Hawley, the pres- 
ent Vice President. Mr. Bull will retire 
from the Board of Directors, as also will 
August Belmont, William A. Read, and C. 
C. Cuyler. The retirement of the gentle- 
men named means that the banking inter- 
ests represented in the reorganization com- 
mittee have surrendered the property to the 
stockholders. The annual report will show 


for the year ended June 30: Gross earn- 
ings, $2,028,300; operating expenses, $1,136,- 
814; net earnings, $891,485. After the pay- 
ment of fixed charges and dividends a sur- 
plus of $86,781 remains. The road is now 
all laid with steel rails, except about sixty 
miles of iron siding.

MRS. FOENS’S DECEITFUL KISS. 





Caressed Her Husband When She Had 
a Warrant Out for Him. 


Theodore Foens, chief of the. auditing 
department of Offerman’s dry goods store, 
in Fulton Street, Brooklyn, was in the 
Adams Street Police Court, in Brooklyn, 
yesterday, accused of bigamy. He is a big, 
handsome man, hailing from Copenhagen, 
Denmark. A letter from his sister, in that 
city, alluding to the wife he left behind 
him when he came to the United States, was 
found by the wife he married in Brooklyn, 
and she caused his arrest. ' 

The wife who believes herself to be Mrs. 
Foens No. 2 was Miss Matilda W. Ham- 
burg, a student in millinery at the Pratt 
Institute. She met Foens a little more than 
a year ago at Fort Hamilton; learned from 
the people with whom he was boarding that 
he held a responsible position, and was 
married to him by Alderman Volmer at 
the Brooklyn City Hall. The couple kept 
house at 18 Douglas Street for some months. 
A baby was born and died. Mrs. Foens felt 
that her husband did not love her as he 
once did, and decided to watch him. He 
had told her that he was married in Copen- 
hagen, but that his. wife had obtained a di- 
vorce from him. She examined his pockets 
one nignt and found letters from his sister 
that convinced her that the story of a di- 
vorce was not true and that she was a wife 
only in name. She says that the investiga- 
tion she set on foot proved to her that the 


first wife, whose name was Selma Roman, 
had not obtained a divorce, and still claimed 
Foens as her husband. 

Mrs. Foens No. 2 confided her fears to 
Detective Bagnarello of the District At- 
torney’s office, and was advised to treat 
Mr. Foens as if she had no reason to dis- 
trust him. 

In telling her story in court, Mrs. Foens 
said: ‘‘ When I kissed him good-bye this 
morning I felt like a Judas. I love him, 
but I had. to protect my good name.” 

Foens admitted his first marriage, and 
said that he might be technically guilty of 
bigamy. When he married Miss Hamburg, 
he believed that his wife in Denmark had 
obtained a divorce from him. When his 
sister. wrote to him that no divorce had 
been granted, he sent her money to get the 
divorce, and he had since learned that she 
had done so. Fons declared that he told 
his Brooklyn wife all about the matter and 
offered to remarry her. He pleaded not 
guilty in court, and Police Justice Walsh 
held him in $2,000 bail for examination on 
Friday.
